The address which the Board of Deputies and the Anglo- 

Jews and Jewish Association presented to His Majesty the King 


the Throne. 


last Wednesday echoed truly the sentiments of all 
Anglo-Jewry. The sad and historic events, which so 
recently stirred the hearts of the nation, moved no community. more 
deeply than ourown. They touched the imagination and appealed to the 
sympathies not only of the Jews of these islands but of their brethren in 
all parts of the Empire ; and it is noteworthy that a message to a London 
newspaper this week from Johannesburg stated that not only were the’ 
Jews devoutly observing the period of mourning for King Edward, buf 
among the poorer Hebrews, those from Russia and Poland, men and women 
shed tears when the news of the late King’s death was published. The 
address to King George assures His Majesty that the devotion and loyalty 
of his Jewish subjects will ever continue unabated. The Jewish commu- 
nity, like the rest of the country, recognises in the king a monarch who 
has entered upon his high estate and heavy burdens with a firm determina- 
tion to labour singlemindedly for the good of his people. The sense of 
duty, the note of earnest intent and purpose, have figured impressively in 
every speech that has fallen from his lips. Andour community is convinced 
that His Majesty will always show thesame just and impartial care forall his 
subjects—irrespective of race or creed—that formed so distinguished a 
trait in the character of his noble father. Under our new Sovereign the 
Royal House of England will continue to offer that fine example of broad- 
mindedness, general instincts, and devotion to the common good, which 


has made its chiefs men among Kings as well as Kings among men. In 
common with all our fellow-subjects, we respectfully greet the heir- 


apparent to the throne under his new title of Prince of Wales. The name 
by which he will doubtless be wished to be known — Edward Albert Prince 
of Wales—has in it a reminiscence cherished very dearly. The careful 
upbringing of His Royal Highness and the marked ability be has shown in 
his studies denote him as one to whom the country may look with con- 
fidence for carrying along the highest traditions of the present reigning 
house —traditions of an order which in many respects, especially as set 
by Queen Victoria and King Edward, are probably unique in monarchical 
history. 


All Jews have shared the regret with which the world 
learned of the Kaiser's illness, and the satisfaction with 


which they beard of his convalescence. The Emperor, 
during his reign, has shown much the same independence of sectional 


bigotry as has distinguished his relatives of the English Royal Family. 
He has honoured individual Jews, cultivated Jewish friendships and 
combated the anti-Jewish prejudices which exist. The anti-Semites have 
“furiously raged together,’ bat the Kaiser has held to the broad 
path of religious equality; and if his intervention in the case 
of the army has proved of little avail that only shows how strongly 
entrenched is anti-Jewish folly in circles less accessible to generosity or 
fact. The Kaiser bas hadthe wisdom to see that the strongest States are 
those who give the freest rein to all sections of the community—witness 
his encouragement of our coreligionist, Here Ballin, the head of the 
Hamburg-American line. In other directions, notably his passionate 
striving for peace among the nations, the world owes him a heavy debt of 
thanks. We sincerely join in the universal hope for his speedy restoration 
to perfect health. 


The Kaiser. 


A Bill for the abolition of the Rassian Pale has been 
The Duma and introduced into the Duma. It is inflaentially backed. 
The Pale. It has behind it numerous promises of support, and if 
the pledges given are respected the measure will 
pass the Chamber. Everything, however, depends upon the Government. 
If they decide to countenance the Bill, it will pass. If they refuse their 


assent, the promises of many of the Deputies will be hurriedly forgotten 
and the measure will be lost. The whole onus and responsibility of the 
present critical position, im a word, rest on the Premier (M. Stolypin). 
Will he do a statesmanlike thing, grant facilities for the Abolition Bill, 
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and put an end thereby to a position which is as gross an offence to publie 
morals as it is a danger to the Russian Empire? There is reason to think 
that after the close of the session the Duma will not be summoned to meet 
for a very considerable period. This would mean that the solution of the 
Jewish question would again be indefinitely postponed, for a Government 
Committee has determined that the initiative in abolishing the Pale 
ought to be taken by the Duma. We can only hope, in common, we think, 
with the best and most enlightened opinion throughout Europe, that the 
disaster of further delay will not be consummated and that the Jews of 
lussia will not be dismissed to yet another period of prolonged and black 
despair. M. Stolypin knows very well that the continued oppression of 
five million souls must be calamitous, not only for that particular popula- 
tion, but for the whole of the Empire. It cripples one of the most vigorous 
elements in the country. It interferes with its economic development. It 
subjects Russia to constant attack abroad, and impairs her financial and 
political prestige. It introduces into the veins and arteries of the Empire 
the moral poison which is distilled from a State-regulated system of whole- 
sale persecution. It offers, above all, no hope of permanance; for no 
politician who has learned the A BC of statesmanship can suppose that 
the Jewish oppression, with its ugly and atrocious brood of corruption, 
plunder, and murder, can exist interminably. For such asystem there is 
only one possible end: social rottenness, which will spread slowly but 
surely over a far wider area than even that directly affected. The pro- 
ceedings in respect of the Zemstvo Bill offer little hope that the Bill for 
the Abolition of the Pale will tind favour in Ministerial eyes. Its intro- 
duction into the Duma may even lead the Black Hundreds to make some 
demonstration of transpontine fury, in order to create a fictitious air of 
national opposition ; and in the process our coreligionists may suller 
seriously. We still cling to the hope, however, that counsels of wisdom 
will prevail even at this late hour, and that M. Stolypin will dare to do 


right for the sake not only of the Jews. but of the entire dominions of 
the Tsar. 


Jews in-this country who viewed with satisfaction 
Eighteen the return of no fewer than sixteen Jews to the last 
Jewish M.P.'s. Parliament, will have been interested to see that 

that record has been out-classed at the recent 
elections in Hungary, to which we referred in our issue last week, and 
which has resulted in the election of eighteen of our coreligionists. Even 
this figure is by no means the hich water mark of Jewish representation 
in the Hungarian Parliament. In the elections of 1906, there were more 
than sixty Jewish candidates, and sevemteen of these were successful. 
while in the preceding Parliament as many as twenty-one Jews occupied 
seats. These facts are unquestionably reassuring, but.they should not 
mislead us into the belief that anti-Semitism does not exist in Hungary. 
It seems to be quite possible for the most virulent anti-Jewish feeling to 
co-exist in any particular country with a disproportionate Jewish Parlia- 
mentary representation. Only afew wecks ago we had occasion to give 
specific proof of the anti-Semitic mania which afflicts certain circles in 
Hungary. At these very elections at which, as we have said, eighteen 
Jews were returned, pricsts have been going from village to village 
raising the fiery cross of Jew-hatred. Some of the bishops even issued 
pastoral letters in favour of the anti-Semitic candidates: while the 
Primate’s secretary actually preached from the pulpit on behalf of the 
anti-Semitic group. When reierring to this question in our issue of May 
Ith, we expressed the hope that no Jews, in Hungary or elsewhere, would 
ever be so dead to all sense of self-respect as to support anti-Jewish 
agitators. Weare glad to see that at the recent elections all sections of 
Jews united in declaring that anti-Semitism must be fought at all eosts, 
and support given to those candidates who favoured the rights of the 
Jews. This is the best and surest way to overcome anti-Jewish prejudice. 
Where Jews are found themselves to possess a proper pride in their race, 
there anti-Semitism loses its best encouragement. 


With equal pride and pleasure our community will 
Jewish read the long catalogue of distinguished honours won 
Successes- hy its youth at Cambridge University this year, 
and after. Triumphs have fallen thick and fast to the Jewish 

students in many a field of study, and with gratification 
we note that our womankind is joining in this ascent ad astra, for a Jewess 
(Miss Elkin) obtained a brilliant First Class in Economics. “ Age cannot 
wither nor custom stale’ the Jewish intellect. After centuries of racial 
trial and tribulation it takes root afresh in the soil of a free land and 
flourishes amain. This capacity of our people for renewing its mental 
youth is, like its inexhaustible physical vitality, one of the wondrous 
themes that lift us out of the rut of the petty and commonplace 
tu a higher plane of thought and reflection. A more practical 
consideration, however, is the issue and import of these intel- 
lectual victories for our own people. The Jewish mind, unfettered 
from medieval oppression, soars upward. Will it remain a Jewish 
mind? That is the question of questions for our people. To-day 
the young men and women of our community are treading in increasing 
numbers the halls of the ancient universities, thus giving the lie to the 
fable that our history in every land and under every condition has proved 
to be false, that we cannot rise above the level of the bench or the count- 
ing house. This new generation embodies a new and virile force, which 
may exert an enormous influence on our people—or may be lost. Anglo- 
Jewish history—world-wide Jewish history—may start afresh at the 
portals of the University—if only our youth will realise the splendid 
opportunity which lies at their doors. Fortunately, there are signs that 
the greatness of the opportunity is beginning to be understood—that the 
students of to-day see that they may become the leaders of to-morrow. 
aud that the Jewish consciousness is alive and potent in them. We 
recall with profound pleasure that Mr. Brodetsky has been President of 
the Cambridge Congregation. We note that Mr. A. Alexander, whose 
brilliant success in the Law Tripos is one of the features of the year, has 
just been elected Hon. Secretary of the same congregation ; while Mr. 
8S. M. Green, the son of the Rev. A. A. Green, yet another student who 
figures in the list of academic successes, is President of the congregation 
fur the next year. To these facts must be added the rise of Jewish 
University Societies, not least notable those with Jewish Nationalist aims 
—organisations which, while they do not and should not isolate the 
students from the main stream of University life, will serve to keep alive 
Jewish interests. Perhaps one of the most significant of the honours won 
at Cambridge, is that achieved by Mr. E. Levine, of Jews’ College. For 
the good things that have fallen to Mr. Levine's bow and spear our readers 
are referred to the article on Jewish successes which we publish in 
another column, The important point is that Mr. Levine is a student of 
Jews’ College, which will thus share in the distinctions won. The

_ Lam genuinely sorry to find that the little story_1 narrated about the 
discriminating newsboy has been turned into a matter of the slichtest 
offence to your contemporary, the Star.

It was 
obviously against the man and not the paper. Perhaps, however, I told the 
story badly. If so, my excuse must ‘ce that of Bret Harte, who, accused of 


being a bad story teller, pleaded gu:ity and added to his confession, “and 
not much good as a liar either! ”’

Russo-J ewish Committee. 


ANNUAL REPORT. 

The annual report of the Russo-Jewish Committee has just been issued, 
The report states :— 

It is deplorable that the circumstances of our poor coreligionists in Russia have 
not only not shown any change for the better, but the humiliating conditions under 
which they have lived during the year 1909 have been, if anything, aggravated through 
the malicious influence of the Black Hundreds, and many have been the expulsions 
which took place all. over the Russian Empire. During the year 1909, a further 
number of those who had received short sentences of imprisonment for their dastardly 
crimes during the pogroms of 1905 were pardoned by the authorities, thus strengthen- 
ing the belief that outrages against the Jews can be committed with impunity. 

The work of the Committee consists in relieving Jewish victims of 
Rassian persecation, and in 1909, 325 new cases were dealt with, represent- 
ing 822 persons; £1,501 was expended on this work. The balance standing 
to the credit of the London Fand at the end of the year was about £11,700. 
The Committee help in the work of emigration and education, and also pay 
the salary of the Yiddish interpreter at the Whitechapel County Court. 
The education work has now been suspended, in view of the depletion of the 
Fund. References are made to the death of Mr. N. S. Joseph and to the 
retirement of Lord Swaythling. A final account.is given of the Central 
Pogrom Fand, which, as our readers are aware, has been wound up, a balance 


of £500 being held by Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons as a provision 


against emergencies.

THE RUSSIAN PALE. 


In accordance with the decision of the Kovno Grand Committee, M. 
l'reedman introduced on the first day of Pentecost the long-expected Bill 
providing for the abolition of the Russian Pale. The Bill consists of one 
article only, which invites the Duma, “to abolish all restrictions indicated 
against the Jews in the laws concerning their right of residence and their 
freedom of movement.” It is preceded, however, by a preamble explaining 
the motives of the deputies in introducing the measure “The Bill estab- 
lishing the principle of inviolability of person,” argue the signatory members 
of the Dama, “ leaves intact the restrictions against the Jews. The measure 
which is intended to defend the interests of Russian citizens will, therefore, 
prove of no value to millions of Jews. That such an application of the new 
law is abnormal has been recognised even by the Government Committee, 
which determined, however, that the initiative in abolishing the Pale ought 
to be taken by the Duma. It has further been established that the existence 
of such a Pale for millions of Russian Jews, who bear all the 
responsibilities attached to citizenship equally with all other 
inhabitants of the Empire, is a contradiction of the principles of the 


Tsar's manifesto of 30th October, 1905, and with the fundamenal 
rules of modern. government, whilst it is also a serious menace to 
the Empire, inasmuch as it hinders the economic development. The 


country, which has just begun to awaken in many branches of industry, is 
interested in seeing all its citizens, without distinction of creed and 
nationality, free of all artificially constructed geographical barriers, in 
order that they may place Russian trade and commerce on a flourishing 
footing. In addition to that, the Pale imposes moral degradation. It offers 
immense opportunities to the police to accept bribery. The Russian nation 
also regards the fact that the Jewish people are restricted to a narrow area 
as a Sign that the oppression of the latter does not carry with it any 
punishment.” 
The Signatory Deputies. 


The Bill bears the signatures of 166 deputies, who include 136 members 
ot the Opposition (Socialists, Labour Group, Cadets and Progressives), 
twenty-four Octobrists of the Lett Wing, two Octobrists of the Right Wing, 
and four of the Imperial Section. Sixteen deputies of the Opposition have 
not signed the Bill. A few of the latter were absent from St. Petersburg on 
account of illness, whilst some of the members of the Progressive party 
most of them peasants) declined to endorse it. In addition to these, 
another twenty Octobrists and members of the Moderate Right are expected 
to vote for the measure, under favourable circumstances. The first deputy 
to sign the Bill was M. Karavloff, who will also be the first speaker for the 
measure, Amongst the other signatory deputies are: M. Homiakoff and M., 
Golovin (former Presidents of the Duma), Prince Golitzin, Count Uvaroff, 
M. Roditcheff, Professor Miliukoff, M. Kutler (a former Cabinet Minister in 
Witte’s administratior); Professor Tchepkin, M. Maklakoff, Count A. Tolstoy, 
M. Gegetchkory, M. Bulat, Professor Lutchitsky and Baron Meyendorff. 

The Future of the Bill. 


Judging from the promises of support which have been given, the 
passage of the Bill through the Dumais assured. We must not, however, 
shut our eyes to the fact that the Bill isa private measure and that it is 
within the power of the Octobrist and Nationalist leaders to delay the 
discussion of it for as long a period as they may deem desirable. To consent 
to the introduction of the Bill in order to allay the storm caused abroad by 
the wholesale expulsions of Jews is one thing, and to offer facilities for its 
passace is quite another. The Bill will now be sent to a Committee where 
it may share the fate of the documents in the hands of the Departmental 
Committee of the Ministry in connection with the Jewish question. When- 
ever circumstances demand, rumours will be spread that the Committee is 
bringing its labours to a favourable conclusion. It is important to note the 
fact that M. Von Aurep, the present Chairman of the Octobrist Party, 
withdrew his signature from the Bill on the eve of its introduction. Count 
Bobrinsky, speaking on behalf of the Nationalist-Moderate bloc, expressed 
his belief that the Bill would remain in Committee. He warned the Jews 
that the measure was being introduced at a very unfavourable moment, for 
“even if the Duma did pass it,” he said, “ the country would fill the Chamber 
with Real Russians at the next elections.” Though he agreed that the 
condition of the Jewish poor is critical, he also expressed his conviction 
that the introduction of the Bill will bring many misfortunes to the Jews. 
It is recognised in competent quarters that, though it is the duty of the 
Jewish deputies to introduce the Bill, the measure will always be at the 
mercy of the Government, to whose wishes the Octobrist and Nationalist 
majority will bow, irrespective of any promises given to M. Freedman and 
to M. Niselovitch.

Mr. Montefiore on Judaism, Christianity and Mysticism. 


Mr. Claude G. Montefiore gave an address on the 5th inst. at the Free 
Synagogue, New York. He devoted his remarks to a consideration of the 
relations of Judaism and mysticism. He suggested that a great many Jews 
to-day would assert that Judaism is opposed to mysticism, that Judaism is a 
very practical religion. This, Mr. Montefiore went on to say, implied that 


—- was unpractical and that Judaism was opposed to mysticism. He 
added :— 


Both implication and affirmation are false. Mysticism is not necessarily imprac- 
tical, and Judaism is not necessarily opposed to mysticism —not opposed, that is, to 
all and to every mysticism, but only to some mysticism, which is a totally differeat 
thing. I will not attempt to define mysticism. It would be a task too difficult for 
me. But if that intense inward apprehension of the divine, that vivid sense of the 
divine nearness, that eager conviction of communion, that immediate and profound 
certainty of the divine reality and the divine worth, in comparison with which 
nothing else is either real or valuable,—if all these things which may be asserted of 
the great passage in the 75rd Psalm, constitute, or, at any rate, are a big part of, 
mysticism, then I make bold to declare, not only that Judaism is not opposed to 
mysticism, but that neither Judaism nor any other great religion can get on, or can 
be thoroughly healthy without it. To those who would seem to imply that mysticism 
is an unhealthy bye-product or aberration of true religion, I hold that for a religion 
to be at its best, some mysticism is imperatively required. 

Mr. Montefiore went on to say that one of the reasons why Judaism had 
produced less mystics than it ought to have done was because the Jews were 
a small minority living among a big majority :—

The Russian Government and Public Opinion Abroad.

Herr Dernburg's Retirement.

BERLIN, 

°The retirement of the German Colonial Secretary, Bernhardt Dernburg, 
vhom the Kaiser called his “ Cecil Rhodes,” is of interest from the Jewish 

int of view. It is true that the Jews have no right to claim Dernburg for 
vemselves. He is only of Jewish descent, claiming relationship with a 
slented family which unfortunately had become lost to Judaism before he 
vas born. Moreover, hardly a single instance can be recalled in 
‘hich he emulated Disraeli in placing his great political influence 
‘n the scale for the defence of the rights of the German Jews. 
‘lle was only a “Jew” in so far as he was dubbed and treated as a 
Jew by his opponents. His example gives a fairly clear idea of what would 
happen to a real Jew if he succeeded in attaining Ministerial rank. Truly 
a bold hypothesis—a Jewish Minister in Prussia! Only a slender thread of 
fudaism was brought by Dernburg into his political career, but this Pintele 
Yid—as we say in Yiddish—he had to drag as if it were the iron ball 
at the heels of a galley-slave. He is a capable man and displayed in office 
an activity and an energy which were quite foreign to the German 
bureaucracy. It was because he was otherwise unasailable that his 
enemies resorted to the never-failing weapons of racial prejudice. 
The Catholic centre, whose colonial policy Dernburg revolutionised, 
insisted time after time on his Jewish associations. He had been a 


merchant, a banker—these “epithets” were spoken in the German 
Varliament in the same way as the Austrian anti-Semites use the 
word “Saujud.” When he announced the discovery of diamonds in 


Kast Africa parliamentarians spoke amid mocking laughter of his “ oriental és 
imagination, and he was taunted with introducing Stock-Exchange methods 
into the Chamber. He happened on another occasion to quote a verse from 
the New Testament, and he was told to stick to the Old Testament—the New 
Testament was just alittle too new for him. The liberal-minded Emperor 
gladly received him, just as he prefers the Jews Ballin, Rathenau and others to 
many a tedious courtier. But the official world, especially Dernburg’s military 
subordinates, rebelled against him. 


The late Mr. Isaac Gluckstadt.

_ The funeral, on June 14th, of the late Mr. Isaac Gliickstadt, the leading 
director of the Landsmans Bank, Copenhagen, evidenced the extreme 
esteem in which the deceased was held. All the Banks, and many public 
and private buildings were flying flags half-mast, and large numbers of 
people had assembled to witness the procession. The body was conveyed in 
the morning on a hearse from Mr. Gliickstadt’'s country house at Sdlleréd to 
Copenhagen, attended by his nearest relatives, past the Bank, where al! 
the Bank functionaries and a large procession fell in, and past the offices of 
the Jewish community, where another large carriage procession joined the 
funeral cortege. The mortuary chapel of the Western Jewish cemetery was 
profusely decorated with flowers and wreaths. Wreaths had been sent by 
the King of Denmark, the Crown Prince and Crown Princess, and Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark, who was a special friend of the late Mr. Gliickstadt, 
by several of the State Departments and hundreds of public institutions and 


private concerns. The King was represented by the Cabinet Secretary, and» 


Prince Waldemar by Commander Evers. There were several Ministers of 
State present, and otherwise a most distinguished and representative 
assembly. A psalm having been sung, Dr. Schornstein, the Rabbi, offered up 
a prayer and spoke briefly, the deceased having expressed a wish that no 
speech should be delivered. Rabbi Schornstein said that the late Mr. 
Glickstadt had lived in accordance with the old word, “Thou shalt be for

The Chief Rabbi of Turkey in Egypt.

ALEXANDRIA. 

Rabbi Nahoum, the Chief Rabbi of Tarkey, accompanied by M. J. 
Modiano, President of the Salonica Community; Rabbi Aierie, Dayan of 
Constantinople ; Messrs. Elias Pasha, and Robert Levy and Rabbi Danon, of 
Beyrout, arrived here on June 6th, en route for Jerusalem to settle the 
Rabbinical question which has given so mach troublein Palestine. Never 
before have the members of the Alexandrian Community accorded a 
coreligionist an Official reception amid such great pomp as Rabbi Nahoum 
meritoriously received.

‘n his endeavours to entertain him. Mr. Aghion gave a banquet in his 
honour, and it was well attended by the Jewish notables of this city. Rabbi 
Nahoum and suite visited the Alliance as well as the community's schools and 
were much impressed by the instruction imparted in these institutions. 
Rabbi Nahoum left for Cairo, where M. Cattaui Bey is his host. The Mission 
will thence leave for Jaffa. A special train will take them to Jerusalem. 
Rabbi Nahoum’'s intelligence, kindness and geniality of manner have often 
been commented upon in these columns, hence it is needless to dwell at any 
length upon the good impression he made in this city. 


The Russian Zemstvo Bill and the Jews.

Kuznezoff also supported the peasant deputy in his attack on the Govern-

The new proposal of the Committee not to admit Jews to the salaried 
posts inthe Zemstvo institutions in the western provinces was, however, 
The Opposition made a great attempt to defeat the motion. M. 
Shingareff argued that it was impossible to restrict the Jews any further, 
unless the Black Hundreds wished to propose one day to execute them all. 
“The suggestion not to accept the services of Jewish doctors in the 
hospitals,” he said, “is contrary to the wishesof the people, who respect the 
Jewish medical authorities.” A heated dispute arose when M. Miliukoff 
asked the President to call M. Markoff to order for referring to the Jews 
as to a nation of criminals. M.Shidlovsky, who occupied the chair, refused 
to comply with his request. M. Tchelnokoff complained “that the Right 
were trying to extend their anti-Semitism to the beds of ailing peasants.’ 
When, however, the Octobrist, M. Amosenok, stated that there was no 
necessity to place the restriction on the statute-book, as the composition of 
the new Zemstvos was a sufficient guarantee that Jews would not receive 
any posts in their institutions, the Chamber promptly rejected the anti- 
Semitic proposal by 156 votes to 107. 


Incidents in Adrianople. 


[From our Correspondent | 
SALONICA, 

Some painful incidents take place every year at this period at Xdrianople. 
Young Jewish girls who attend the schools of the congregationalists in that 
city regularly take part in a procession organised on the occasion of the 
Féte Dieu, and join in all the prayers and ceremonies connected with that 
fete. This year again, on the 12th of June, thirteen Jewesses dressed and 
veiled in white with missiles in their hands and murmuring Catholic prayers 
formed part of the procession. On their arrival at the chapel these girls 
fell on their. knees and prayed with fervour. This spectacle, so outrageous 
to Jews, has hitherto made no impression whatsoever on the Jews of 
Adrianople, who, like all the Jews in the East, are devoid of Jewish 
sentiment. This year, however, in consequence of a lecture recently 
delivered by M. N. Sciuto, editor of L’Aurore, o1 Constantinople, on the noble 
aims pursued by Zionism, in the course of which he emphasised national 
Jewish dignity, a feeling of indignation has been aroused among the Jews 
of Adrianople. It is to be hoped that this feeling will not remain platonic, 
but will be translated into tangible facts. 

Great satisfaction is felt in Jewish circles at the cordial relations which 
exist between the Chief Rabbi of Adrianople and the religious chiefs of 
other denominations, especially the Armenian Bishop. On Friday evening, 
the 10th June, the latter attended service in the synagogue, and carried 
away with him a very flattering opinion of our public worship. On the 
following Sunday the Chief Rabbi returned the compliment by being present 
at the service in the Armenian church. 


Outrages on Jews in Persia.

PARIS. 
Grave news continues to arrive from Persia where, in the absence of a 
strong Government, anarchy reigns and most dangerous excesses are com- 
mitted. At Shiraz, a native monitor at the school of the Alliance Israelite 
named Nissani Machallah, was assassinated in the street, in broad daylight, 
on the 21th of last month, by a young priest, who belongs. to a class which 
alleges that it is directly descended from Mohammed. The priest, who is 
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known for his hatred of the Jews, was in the act of striking with an iron 
chain two old Jews, who were quietly seated in the street, when the 
monitor happened to arrive on the scene and asked the priest why he was 
assaulting the old men. By way of answer he drew a knife and struck two 
blows at Nissani, who died a few moments afterwards. The Jewish popula- 
tion was seized with panic, for the murderer was allowed to go about with 
impunity. The headmaster of the Alliance school addressed a complaint to 
the Government, with the result that the murderer was arrested, but two 
other priests were arrested at the same time, in order to 
cast doubt on the identity of the guilty person and to 
make the investigation more dificult. The Jewish witnesses of 
the tragedy were, in fact, placed in a position of great embarrassment 
the more so as they were threatened with violence if they gave evidence 
against a descendant of the prophet. It is likely, therefore, that the culprit 
will escape punishment. The European Consuls at Shiraz gave practical 
evidence of their sympathy to the Jewish population; two of them, Mr. 
Smart, the British Consul, and M. Kadloubowsky, the Russian Consul, even 
attended the funeral of the victim. Accompanied by escarts of Hindoo and 
(‘ossack mounted soldiers. thev followed the bier from the Alluince school to 
the Jewish cemetery. The Alliance Israélite in Paris was immediately 
informed of this act of eruelty and communicated with the Minister of 
France at Teheran. 

The situation is also very serious at Senneh, where, in consequence of 
the assassination of a Jew, the murderer was arrested but was afterwards 
released under threats of reprisals against the Jewish population, 

At Hamadan, taking advantage of the troubled condition of the country, 
fanatical priests are preaching a war against the Jews and are inciting the 
population accordingly. They invented the accusation that a Jew had 
committed acts of violence on a Mussulman woman, that the Jews seize 
the wealth of the country and that, if they were allowed to do so, they would 
dominate the Mussulman population. The Jew in question was thrown into 
prison and his death was demanded by the mob. With this end in view 
they went to the Jewish quarter, where they wounded several Jews, some 
of them dangerously. In order to rescue the Jew from the hatred of the 
mob, the authorities transferred him from the prison in Hamadan to that in 
Teheran 


Arbitrary Conduct of a Moorish Official. 

A young Jew at Safli recently had a dispute with an Arab and was 
arrested by a soldier. He escaped and took refuge with a coreligionist who 
is under Spanish protection and who handed him over to the authorities. A 
report was immediately spread that the Jewish population had forcibly 
removed the young man from the custody of the soldier and had 
insulted the Moorish Government. Without the least inquiry, the Kaid 
caused about twenty young Jews to be arrested and placed in irons. The 
following day he convened a meeting of the leaders of the Jewish community 
in order to obtain from them an avowal that the young man had madea 
hostile demonstration at the Government offices. The Jewish notables, 
however, declared that the Jewish population was loyally devoted to the 
Government and that the arrest of the young man was an arbitrary act. 
The intervention of the Headmaster of the Alliance Israelite school and of 
the French Consul was necessary before the young man was liberated. 


The Economic Situation of the Jews in'Roumania.

PARIS, 

The Congress of Roumanian Chambers of Commerce was held at Foceani 
at the beginning of the present month. Your readers may infer from the 
following statements, which were made at the Congress, the frame of 
mind that continues to prevail in ruling circles in Roumania with reference 
to the Jews. ) 

M. Orleanu, Minister of Commerce, said: “ Only when we are masters 
in commerce and industry shall we be able to consider that we have been 
liberated from economic slavery. Ihave always had as an ideal that in our 
country everything should be Roumanian,” We know what these words 
signify. 

M. Buteuleseu stated: “Commerce constitutes the greatest source of 
wealth of our country. This is why the Alliance Israélite seeks to obtain 
control of commerce by lending its assistance to the commercial under- 
takings of the Jews in Roumania.” M. Bunea demanded that “ foreign” 
merchants who became bankrupt should be expelled from the country. 

The Congress adopted the following resolution: Roumanian pupils 
leaving commercial schools who shall embrace a commercial career and have 
exercised it for at least three years, shall be exempt from the tax on patents 
for three years and shall have the advantage of loans from banks created 


with the co-operation of the Chambers of Commerce and the Minister of 
Commerce and Industry. 


The Expulsions of Jews from Kieff. 


The following extract from a letter, received from an absolutely trust- 
worthy source, has been sent to us by the Board of Deputies for publication. 
it is hoped that when the facts are brought to the attention of the Russian 
Government, steps will at once be taken to stop such cruel expulsions. 

Upto now 1,100 families (comprising 6,000 souls) have been notified to leave—the 
expulsions began on 15/28 May. 

The modus of expulsions is regulated according to categories. 

|. Those vews belong to the first category who have small families or no families 
atall ‘They are notified by the police to leave Kieff within four or five days. Small 
stockbrokers, agents and people who live from hand to mouth belong to this class. 


2. ‘The second category comprises families of five or more members. They are 
Amongst these are counted the widows of 


granted fourteen days to leave Kieff. 
artisans (hawkers, bread and fruit dealers) ur artisans incapable of work who, 
therefore. are tpso facto not entitled to liveat Kiel. 

5. ‘The third category comprises the proletariat, the poorest—in fact, beggars, 
etc. Those must be prepared to leave at a moment's notice. As many of these 
unfortunates have not yet given up all hope, and as they move heaven and earth to 
regain their right of domicile, and as the whole proceeding of expulsion is still going 
on at present, itis impossible to estimate how many wil finally have to leave.

The History of the Jewish Hospital. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


SiR,—One must not expect impartiality from so able and ardent a 
partisan as Mr. Julius | Loewy, but if the story of the Manchester Jewish 
Hospital is to be of any value to the promoters of the London scheme strict 
accuracy is essential. I do not intend to enter into any discussion as to the 
cireamstances which led to the foundation of the Hospital, save to point out 
that the greater part of the community still holds itself aloof, for the same 
reasons which underlay their early opposition—that it is not required and 
imposes a burden on the community, which it can ill afford. 

Bat one acquainted with all the facts cannot let Mr. Loewy’s other 
statéments pass unchallenged. What does he say? “ There were no Jewish 
wards no kosher kitchens . . . no Jewish doctors or competent 
Jewish nurses attached to the hospitals.” That we have no Jewish ward is 
the faalt of the promoters of the Hospital. The Royal Infirmary offered us 
one for £10,000 down and undertook the responsibility for its upkeep. In 
the plan of the new Infirmary, which appeared in the Manchester Guardian, 
July 2ist, 1902, it will be seen that the architects had included the Jewish 
ward, with its separate entrance and kitchen. When this was announced to 
the promotors of a hospital, they refused to abandon their scheme, and 
hence the ward bad to be declined. A Kosher Kitchen has now been in 
existence nine years, facilities having been freely granted by the Infirmary 
authorities. Last year nearly 800 dinners were supplied to patients in 
Christian hospitals verb. sap. 

That Jewish doctors are not on the medical boards of Christian hospitals 
is a question of qualification and no reason for founding a Jewish one. Mr. 
Loewy himself admits that the senior members of the medical staff are 
Christians, and surely it would have been an easy matter to get one of the 
ten Jewish doctors attached to the ward. One can apply the same remarks 
to the Jewish nurses, though I believe that half the stafl—or avery high 
percentage—is Christian. 

Mr. Loewy is very elated at the fact that the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Funds make a grant to the Hospital and he seems to imagine that 
this is done on the ground of efficiency. Nothing of the sort. Such matters 
are «juite outside the province of the Fands. The Hospital receives a grant 
because it is not really a Jewish hospital. No grants are made to sectarian 
institutions, and it had to qualify for its inclusion in the Fund list by 
throwing open its doors to all comers. Thesame course will doubtless have 
to be adupted by the London Jewish Hospital if it wishes to receive grants 
from the metropolitan funds. The result will probably be the same as here. 
The Royal Infirmary and Northern Hospital have their usual complement 
of Jewish patients. The Jewish Hospital is, as Mr. Loewy proudly remarks, 
always full because—as he omits to add —often many beds are occupied by 
Christians, and the Jewish community, already overburdened with necessary 
charities, has to find funds for this Jewish Hospital, with its half-Christian 
stafl, supervised by a Christian matron.

“Making Bricks Without Straw.” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—As a somewhat earnest student of Egyptology, there are certain 
statements in Professor Petrie’s lecture that I cannot willingly allow to go 
unchallenged. Although there is a necessary scepticism re certain things 
that appear in the Biblical history of the sojourn in the land of Egypt, to 
deny the real use of straw in the bricks of the Israelites is strange, not to 
say Contrary, to contemporary proof. In 1880, when Navillediscovered and 
excavated in Pithom, an exceedingly interesting fact was brought to light. 
The bricks in the store chambers were of three qualities; those in the 
lowest part of the wall were found to be full of chopped straw (used much 
in the same way as we use hair in plaster to-day); those in the middle were 
embedded with reeds which are to this day found in the Nile and translated 
in the Bible “stubble”; at the highest part exposed, the bricks lacked all 
these and were entirely composed of Nile mud. This shows us the various 
stages of the persecution that our ancestors experienced in the building of 
Pithom and Rameses, and the truth of the Biblical statement concerning the 
manufacture of bricks. His assertion that Rameses and Pithom were 
fortresses does not seem to coincide with the discovery of large numbers of 
store chambers, covering a great extent of land, at Tell-el-Maschkuta, now 
identified ‘with Pithom. Tanis, which has been provisionally identified with 
Rameses, Professor Petrieshould know, since he did such yeoman work there 
in 1883-4, is not generally considered to be a fortress but only the royal 
capital in the nineteenth dynasty. Professor Petrie tells us that there is 
nothing incompatible with contemporary history, in the legend of Joseph. 
He has entirely left out of account Joseph’s Egyptian name, Zaphaneh 
Paaneah; this is the Egyptian Tchet-per-nefer-Auf-Ankh, or God spake and 
he came to life—a type of name not found until the twenty-first and twenty- 
sixth dynasties, some eleven hundred years later than the Hyksos. The 
fact that Joseph, a stranger and a friend of a Hyksos king, should be 
admitted into relationship with the ancient and exclusive priesthood of On 
or Heliopolis seems extraordinary. | will not refurbish that now well-proved 
theory to the effect that our ancestors never crossed the Red Sea but the 
or Reed Sea, viz., Lake Timshash. 

Enough ; I fear it is rather a case of teaching one’s grandmother, etc. 
etc., before such a one as Professor Petrie, bat the whole subject of Biblical 
Egyptology is so full of interesting hypotheses and so lacking in real proofs 
that one may be forgiven even a letter like this.

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Professor Petrie on the Book of Judges. 
INTERESTING THEORIES. 


Professor FLINDERS Perrig’s third lecture of the course on“ Egypt and 
Israel,” at University College yesterday week, dealt with the Book of Judges. 

He sho ved at the outset how the approximate date of the Exodus, which 
he had fixed at 1230 n.c., was confirmed by what was known ol hgyptian 
raids in Palestine which could not have passed unnoticed by the Israelites 
had they been in the country at the time. He then proceeded to expound his 
view that the Book of Judges represented an account of three different sets of 
Judges in the North, East and West who ruled contemporaneously. The adoption 
of this view fitted in exactly with chronological limits concerning which there 
could be no doubt. He gave the following table showing the parallel chrono- 
logies. He pointed that apart from an introductory episode referring to the 
Northern division the structure of the Book of Judges consisted of narratives 
of East. North and West twice over, a perfectly homogeneous arrangement 
which gave colour to his view, which was further confirmed by the priestly 
cenealogies that almost exactly filled out the period he had estimated. If 
the longer period were currect, then these genealogies would present some 
very extraordinary and unlikely omissions. He proceeded to deal with 


the census figures, and said that some confusion had arisen owing 
to the fact that in one passage the whole people was enume- 
rated, and in another only the fighting men. He regarded the 


recorded growth in the numbers of the people as perfectly normal and 
possible. He next dealt with the influence of Egypt on Jewish worship. He 
thought that the figures of Cherabim above the mercy seat were a survival 
of the Egyptian goddess Mat, the goddess of truth, a purely abstract con- 
ception, the veneration of which could not have offended the Jewish idea of 
monotheism. 
position of the terms merey and truth in Old Testament texts. The “s bell 
and pomegranate " of the High Priest's robe would be perfectly familiar to 
students of Egyptian art, who would recognise in this description the lotus 
and its seed-vessel, the pictorial representations of which might have 
been casily mistaken for a bell and pomegranate by one not 
acquainted with the flower. He drew attention to the repeated injune- 
tions as to just weights and measures in the Pentateuch, and said that 
in ancient times it was common for religious protection to be extended to 
standard weights and measures. In Egypt, in the days of the Romans; they 
were kept in the great temple at Alexandria. He suggested that Aaron's 
rod, the vase of mannah (which contained an Omer), and the two tablets of 
stone which were kept in the Ark, represented the standards of length, 
capacity and weight. Hedweltat length on the marriage of Solomon to 
Pharaoh's d sughter, and showed the important bearing it had on the politi- 
cal balance of power at the time.

THE RESIGNATION 


> 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “* JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sik,—The resignation of Dr. Magnes has been made the subject of such 
mock heroics, partly reflected in your leader of last lriday, that | trust an 
attempt to place the incident in its proper perspective will not prove 
altogether unwelcome. 

l have never been to New York, | have never seen Dr. Magnes, and 
although I have had many interesting and instructive talks with distinguished 
visitors to England from America, ! have no personal knowledge of American 
Judaism. These drawbacks might be regarded as disqualifying me for the 
task | am about to undertake, but I think in reality they will be found to 
lend strength to my views, because they constitute an earnest guarantee 
that my expression of opinion is objective and not personal. They enable 
me to examine the facts, as recorded in your columns, from a strictly scientific 
standpoint, such as would be adopted-by a student of history dealing with 
data on which he had no subjective prejudice before he arrived at his verdict. 

After reviewing the situation as recorded in your columns from time to 
time, | have come to the conclusion that the resignation of Dr. Magnes can- 
not be logically quoted as an argument either in favour of Orthodoxy or 
Reform. Further, lam not prepared to admit that in England we bave no men 
whose character is as sincere as that of Dr. Magnes, and who do not 
“hesitate to place their conscience above all other considerations and who 
refuse to allow any thought of the personal sacrifice involved to come 
between them and their duty.” I fail altogether to see the justification of 
your statement that the resignation of Dr. Magnes is in itself * remarkable 
in these materialistic times, and Dr. Magnes has, by his action, done not a 
little to raise the Jewish ministry in the eyes of all the world.” 

The first point I wish to urge is that the initial cause of the final strain 
in the relations between Dr. Magnes and his congregation is incompre- 
hensible to one trained under English conditions, and is entirely inconsistent 
with the best traditions of public life in England. 

I once made an attempt to master the principles of logic ; so to enforce 
my contention I shall endeavour to enumerate the various possibilities in the 
relations between a Rabbi and his congregation in as far as they have any 
bearing on the case under discussion. 

(a) Where a Rabbi and his congregation are both wedded to Conserva- 
tive Judaism and remain consistent in their adherence to their original 
relation, no difficulty is presented. 

(6) Likewise, where a Rabbi and his congregation are both wedded to 
Reform Judaism and remain consistent in their adherence to their original 
relation, again no difliculty is presented. 

The problems only arise when, in consequence of the laws of spiritual 
growth, there is a change in the development of the religious outlook of 
either the Rabbi or his congregation. The 
stances may be tabulated thus :— 

(l.) Where the Rabbi remains true to his Conservative principles in 
sooennenee with his original programme, and the congregation alters towards 

orm, 

_ (2) Where the congregation remains true to its Conservative principles 
in accordance with its original programme, and the Rabbi alters towards 
Reform, contrary to his original contract. 

_ (3) Where the Rabbi remains true to his Reform doctrines in accordance 
with his original programme, and the congregation turns to Orthodoxy. 

(4.) Where the congregation remains true to its Reform doctrines in 
accordance with its original programme, and the Rabbi turns to Orthodoxy, 
contrary to his original contract. : 

In cases (1) and (3) where the Rabbi is the party to the agreement who 
has remained consistent, our sympathy must be entirely with him. In cases 
(2) and (4) where the congregation is the party to the agreement which has 
remained consistent, our sympathy must be entirely with the congregation, 
and here we may, without any injustice, expect the Rabbi to resign a position 
which he can no longer hold with a clear conscience. 

_ As far as I can understand the case of Dr. Magnes, the cleavage between 
him and his congregation does not fall within any single one of the categories 
just unfolded. Dr. Magnes was, I believe, trained as a Reform Rabbi. 
Before he accepted the appointment at Temple Emanu-El he had already 
Conservative tendencies. Thus, at the very outset, there was this curious 
and anomalous position, that a preacher strongly inclined to Orthodoxy 
accepted the position of Rabbi in a congregation which was keenly bent 
on radicalism. Under such conditions, clearly recognised at the beginning on 
both sides, the experiment of the association of such a Rabbi with such 
& congregation was doomed to failure through initial incompatability of 
temperament. 

' I confess my inability to determine who is the winner of the race, when 
the two competitors start by standing back to back, and run in entirely 
Opposite directions, and where, as in the sphere of religion, the goal is 
intangible and cannot be chalked. Hence, it appears to me that the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Magnes proves nothing, either for Orthodoxy or for Reform. It 
simply shows that from the English point of view an egregious blunder was

difliculties in such cirecum- | 


made at the commencement, and that, to invent a Hibernian expression, Dr. 
Magnes should have resigned his appointment before he accepted it. 

It is, of course, easy to yield to the temptation to indulge in sweet 
phrases about the courage of an orthodox Rabbi invading a Reform congre- 
gation as a missionary of Orthodox Judaism, and to cover him with praise 
for his plucky campaign, although it ended in failure. But we cannot have 
two ethical standards in judging such an incident, one for the American side 
of the Atlantic and one for the English side of the Atlantic. We have not 
the moral right to say “ well tried” to a man in America, when in HKngland, 
under precisely similar conditions, we should say “ill tried.” 

Suppose, for the sake of illustration, I filled the vacancy in the pulpit of 
the Jewish Religious Union, and frankly stated my intention of using that 
position to try and bring my new flock back to the paths of Conservative 
Judaism. Further, suppose, what is not a very big assumption, that after 
pursuing this plan of operations for five years the experiment proved a 
disastrous failure and I then made a dramatic pronouncement that Liberal 
Judaism was a mistake, that the real salvation of Judaism lay in Orthodoxy, 
and that thereupon I resigned my position. Such an experiment, deeply 
rooted in the soil of inconsistency, would prove absolutely nothing either in 
favour of Conservative Judaism or Liberal Judaism, and I very much doubt 
whether you would be inclined to say that my action bad “done not a little 
to raise the Jewish ministry in the eyes of all the world.” Judged by the 
best standards of public life in England, I should imagine that the general 
verdict, which under such conditions I myself would be the first to share, 
would be that | had sold my soul for gold, and that there was a poetic justice 
in my failure. 

I have already pointed out that | am unable to appreciate the 
psychology of the situation from the American point of view. I have neither 
the right nor the desire to insinuate that Dr. Magnes was actuated by 
mercenary motives when he accepted the position at Temple Emanu-El, and 
made the attempt he did of fighting the battle of Orthodoxy in a camp of 
Reform. All 1 maintain is that, judging from the information contained in 
your own columns, Dr. Magnes failed in an experiment which, from the English 
point of view, could or should never have been tried at all in the way and in 
the place where it was tried. 

Therefore the whole incident is a broken reed upon which neither 
Conservative nor Liberal Judaism can place the slightest reliance. No cause 
is well served by a bad argument or an inappropriate illustration. The 


relative strength or weakness of Conservative or Liberal Judaism as a per- 
sistent force in Jewish life must be demonstrated on more apt illustrations 


than the resignation of Dr. Magnes,and must be reasoned out on more logical 
grounds and on higher principles.

MOVEMENT. 


The annual festival dinner of the Metropolitan Hospital was held on 
Monday at the Whitehall Rooms, Lord STRATHCONA in the Chair. Among 
those present were :— 

The Rev. Professor Dr. H. Gollancz, Sir Edward Stern, Lt.-Col. E. Montefiore, 
Major Sam Weil, Dr. A. Cohen, Messrs. D. A. Botibol, P. Gutmacher, C. Nauheim, F. 
Nauheim, M. Van Leer and 8. H. Wagner. 

The CHAIRMAN emphasised the important work which the Hospital was 
doing in a very poor district, and drew attention to the large grant it had 
received from King Edward's Hospital Fund towards the re-decoration 
expenses, the debt on which stillamounted to 22,500, The Hospital relieved 
1,800 in-patients and 40,000 out-patients last year. He made an earnest 
appeal for support. 

Mr. LEorPOLD DE Roruscuitp, Treasurer of the Hospital, referred to 
the need of a nurses’ home, the establishment of which would free two 
wards for the reception of in-patients. Those who belonged to the Jewish 
faith owed a deep debt of gratitude to the Hospital, which devoted two wards 
to the needs of Jewish in-patients and a Jewish doctor attended to the out- - 
patients. He alluded to these benefits particularly, because a movement 
was on foot to establish a Jewish Hospital. He would be excessively 
sorry to see that scheme carried out. (Cheers.) He would like to ask 
his brethren-in-faith to visit the Jewish wards of the London Hospital 
and the Metropolitan Hospital, and to be present when Jews came as out- 
patients. Instead of providing a new hospital, which would be a source 
of great difficulty, he would ask them to contribute freely to these 
hospitals which already had Jewish wards, and freely provided accommoda- 
tion for all the Jewish patients who sought their assistance. | 

Mr. THOMAS, Chairman of the Hospital, acknowledged the constant 
support which Mr. Leopold de Rothschild had given to the institution. 

Contributions amounting to £7,075 were announced. The list included 
£210 from Messrs. Rothschild, £50 from Sir Edward Stern, twenty-five 
guineas from the Lion Hospital Aid Society, and a further sum towards the 
redecoration fund. Mr. F. S. Franklin's list amounted to £373 and that of 
Lt.-Col. Montefiore to £105.

Berkeley Street Synagogue Confirmation Service. 


The annual Confirmation was held at this synagogue last Sunday after- 
noon. There was a large congregation. The Afternoon Service was read by 
the Rev. Isidore Harris. 

The Rev. Morris Josern conducted the Confirmation, and, the 
contirmees having offered prayer, were addressed by him. Taking for his 
text “The just shall live by his faithfulness."—Hab. ii., 4, he said :— 
Faithfulness rather than faith expresses the meaning of the Hebrew 
word Amunah. What the prophet has in his mind is the steadfastness which 
makes us true to the trath, faithful to duty—in a word, character. No 
wonder that the Talmud declares that the text sums up the whole Law— 
contains the religion of the Pentateuch, to use a homely phrase, ina nut- 
shell. For character is our best possession ; it is the fine flower of which 
religion is the seed. Without faithfulness faith is of small worth. Belief 
and trust in God are good things; but incomparably better are the belief 
and trust in God which express themselves in conduct, which lay hold of our 
everyday thoughts and deeds to uplift and sanctify them. : 

it isatruth which you may appropriately ponder on your Confirmation- 
day. I rejoice to think that a steadfast spirit bas brought you to this 
sacred spot. Some of you have come literally of your own free will. it has 
been vour own idea to take part in this solemn ceremony. But you are all, 
1 can testify, penetrated with a deep sense of the importance of Confirmation, 
with a consciousness of the responsibility which participation in it entails, 
with gratitude to Almighty God—the gratitude which you have just voiced 
in vour prayer—for having lovingly shielded your lives, and permitted you 
to see this holy day. It is a good beginning, bat & beginning only—the 
beginning of an arduous and momentous enterprise which will last as long 
as life endures. For if Contirmation is to be something more than a name, 
it must leave its ennobling impress not upon this one day only, but upon all 
the coming years. The earnestness that fills your hearts at this moment 
must abide with you always, to colour—to uplift, and to sanctify—the whole 
of life. 

Steadfastness—there is no quality more precious, more essential to 
goodness. This very act of Confirmation suggests the trath. Confirmation 
would be unmeaning if it did not confirm, if it did not make us strong and 
staunch, faithful to the best unto death. And equally useless is it for you 
to know what is right, but to waver in doing it. You know—in part at any 
rate—what your duty is; but with knowledge of duty must go the deter- 
mination to be true toit. That determination you are asked to make this 
day. Yes, to-day, because youth is the time for high resolves. It is the 
time to know oneself, to marsball one’s powers, to enlist them on the side 
of goodness, to say “ God helping me, I will lead the good life; nothing shall 
turn mefromit. I will not disappoint the hopes of those who love me; | 
will not be a traitor to God and my conscience.” This, I say. is the time for 
such resolves. Later it will be too late. For then the battle—the grim 
fight with the world—will already have begun ; and it is only before battle 
is joined that the General makes his plan of campaign. And most 
auspiciously may you begin this task of noble willing in this solemn hour, 
when boly feelings are moving you, when you are perhaps as near to God as 
you willever be throughout your lives. 

And do not think that in asking you to be staunch | am insisting upon 
something unimportant. Itis the strong—the men who know their own 
minds, who know what they want, and go for it—who do the chief work of 
the world, who frame a plan and carry it out, whether it be to found an 
Empire, or to write a great book, or to make some notable addition to human 
knowledge or happiness. And it is the strong, too, who alone achieve moral 
success. There are people who have no convictions; or, if they have con- 
victions, they are very weak ones. They are like leaves on the roadside, 
blown hither and thither by é@very passing wind. You can never be sure 
what they will think or gay or do from one day to another. They are very 
difficult to work with. Even more dangerous—danverous to themselves as 
well as to others--are those who have no settled principles, moral or 
religious, no fixed plan by which to live their lives. They are at the mercy 
of every new-fangled theory—worse still, of every gust of passion, every 
whisper of temptation. They are like a ship with a broken rudder—the 
sport of every wave, drifting on to destruction. 

Be firm, then, for your life’s sake. For your life's sake, | say—for are we 
not told that by his faithfulness the just shall live? What your conscience 
tells you is true and beautiful—that lay fast hold of now, and there will be little 
fear of your letting it go hereafter. To some of you this steadfastness may 
come more easily than to others. We are not all born with the same degree 
of moral strength. But we can all attain to the highest degree of it if we 
will only try to reach it. “ Be strong "—how often does the command occur 
in the Bible! If this strength were not within the reach of us all, the 
command would be unmeaning, useless. “Be strong,” and then the words 
are added “ For the Lord thy God is with thee.” What do those words mean 
if not that moral strength will certainly be ours if only we prayerfally seek 
itfromon high? For though faithfulness is greater than faith, it needs faith 
for its spring and its inspiration. Let us be sure that God is on the side of 
goodness, and our loyalty to it can never weaken. How can we be false to 
any cause which God has made His own? 

You have done well to lift your hearts to-day in supplication for 
Heavenly help in your great life-task. Commit yourselves to God—trust in 
Him, pray to Him—in the coming time, also, whenever difficulty assails you, 
and you will get the strength and the resolution you need. Do not doubt 
your own powers, thus reinforced by contact with the source of all-might. 
“ Those who trust in the Lord shall renew their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles.”” It is no vain promise that the prophet utters ; 
it has been verified by human experience again and again throughout the 
ages. You are stronger than you think. Difliculty is smaller, temptation 
weaker, than you think. Of your own moral fate, at least, you can be 
masters. You may not achieve distinction in the worldly sense; you may 
take few prizes in the great contest of life. But far more honourable than 
worldly greatness is greatness of heart; far nobler than earthly prizes is 
the approval of the Father in Heaven. And this we ean all win because it is 
to be won by truth and rectitade, by simple service of God and man 
according to our powers and lights—virtues and achievements which are 
within the compass of us all, obscure and ungifted though we may be. 

But, finally, this act of Confirmation binds you to a definite code of duty, 
and not to some merely vague and general conception of it. You are asked 
to be faithful Jews and Jewesses, to emulate the example offered by the great 
ones of your race, enshrined in Israel's most eherished and pathetic tradi- 
tions. Steadfastness has been the life-story of these brave souls, who found 
their greatest honour in living and dying for the faith. It must he your 
highest honour too. Be true and self-denying Israelites. If you arenot that 

our Confirmation will count for nothing. To be staunch is your first and 
ast duty. You have learnt what Judaism means; you know how simple and 
sublime a religion itis. You know how small are its demands upon your 
belief ; you know that it contains all thatis needed to win your hearts for the 
service of humanity, to lift your souls into the fellowship of God. Resist, then

every temptation that would make you unfaithful to its teaching, false ;., 
the conviction of its unsurpassable excellence. Be Jews in the liv); of 
day, not hiding your Judaism, nor apologising for it. Count it a glory ¢,, 
share the faith that aplifted the spirit of a Moses and an Isaiah. :),,: 
inflamed the courage of the Maccabees, that has kept a whole race eqyco. 
crated to God and righteousness for more than three thousand years, |... 
nothing persuade you to think that Israel's work is done—its work will neve, 
be done while there are hearts to be comforted or souls to be saved. i.

The Administration of the Aliens Act. 
A QUESTION IN THE HOUSE. 


HOUSE OF COMMONS,—Monpnay. 


Mr. MitcueLt-THoMson asked the Secretary of State for the Hov 
Department whether the amended departmental instractions issued unde 
the Aliens Act provided that the possession by the immigrant of £5 was 1. 
be taken as satisfactory evidence of means; whether he was aware thx: 
certain agencies made a practice of lending the necessary sum to immigran:s 
for the purpose of exhibition to the Immigration Inspector ; and whethe: 
steps could be taken to prevent this evasion of the Act. 

Mr. CuurRcuiLt: The answer to the first question is in the negative. As 
regards the second and third questions, | am aware that some immigrant: 
when inspected on arrival in this country show to the Immigration Ojice 
sums of money which there is reason to think they have been given express! 
for that purpose, but the practice is so well known to those oflicers and to 
the Immigration Boards that it cannot deceive and it does not lead tu 
evasions of the Act calling for any special steps on my part. 


The Deportation Provisions. 

The Home Office has issued a statement for 1909 with regard to the 
expulsion ofaliens. The document shows that greater (though not full) advan 
tage isnow taken of the expulsion clauses of the Act,and that these provisio: s 
“are having a very decided effect upon the amount of alien crime in the 
United Kingdom.” Daring 10%, 478 recommendations for expulsion wer 
made to the Secretary of State, and the question of expulsion was deter 
mined in 186 cases (cases had matured from previous years). Expulsion orders 
were made in 46/7 cases. In the last four years 1,578 persons were ordered 
to be deported and 61 of these (or slightly more than four per cent.) contra- 
vened the order, and, with one exception, were cither directly punished for 
the contravention or received severe sentences for other offences. The 
expulsion order remains in force to be carried out at the expiry of the new 
sentence. Figures are given in the statement to show the disparity betwecn 
convictions against. aliens and recommendations for expulsion. This is 
especially noticeable in the case of Americans, whose alien origin is not very 
apparent. The statement makes the following interesting remarks :— 

It-will be seen that among the 779 alien prisoners in the Metropolis and the 1,1/! 
in the Provinces not recommended for expulsion, there were many who were co! 
victed of serious crimes,and sentenced to long terms of imprisonment. For instan 
in the Metropolis there were 205 aliens convicted of larceny and receiving, and on! 
105 recommended for expulsion, and out of the 61 cases sentenced to imprisonment 
for 6 months and upwards for these offences, only IS were recommended. Or aga 
out of 45 aliens convicted of forgery, coining, ialse pretences, etc., only |) were 
recommended for expulsion, and out of 73 convicted of wounding, assault, etc. only 
\0 were recommended. Similar facts appear from the tables relating to the Provin- 
cial prisons. . . As between the different Metropolitan Courts it may be men 
tioned that 54 alien prisoners were convicted by the Central Criminal Court, of 
whom 21, or 38°89 per cent., were recommended for expulsion; 87 by the Lond: 
sessions, of whom 52, or 5977 per cent., were recommended; 5 by the Middlese 
Sessions, of whom 5 were recommended; and 958 by other Metropolitan Courts, | 
whom 231, or 2495 per cent , were recommended for expulsion. 

In spite of this sparing and uneven use of the Act, the alien prison 
population has dropped from 3°32 per cent. in 1904, to 1°97 in 1909, The 
statement tells us that since the Act has been in operation the fear of exp! 
sion has made alien prisoners reluctant to admit their foreign birth. This 
fact may account in part for the registered decline in the number of alien 
prisoners, though in the main there can be no doubt it represents a genuine 
decrease. The success of the one part of the Act which was never oppose 
serves to throw into greater relief the failure of the rest of the measure. 

On Monday, at Guildhall, Alderman Sir Marcus Samuel heard the case 
on remand of a German who had been three times deported under the Aliens 
Act. The following remarks were made:- 

The Alderman: This man has boasted that the expulsion of aliens is « 

farce; but it is a fact, is it not, that of those expelled not 4 per cent. 
return ? 
7 Superintendent Willis: That is so. And so far from the Act being 
ineffective, if an alien who has been expelled returns to this country he can 
be arrested at sight and sentenced to three months’ hard labour. Should he 
return a second time he can be sent to the Sessions as an incorrigible roguc 
and much more severely punished. 

Prisoner was committed to the Sessions.

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Some Old 
Provincial Jewries. 


BY PERIPATETICUS. 
I 


For some twenty-one years or more the study of Anglo-Jewish history 
has been assiduously cultivated by scholars. Interest in the subject was 
fi:st excited by the appearance of Picciotto’s “Sketches of Anglo-Jewish 
History,” in 1875, which had previously made their appearance in the columns 
of the JEWISH CHRONICLE. Picciotto’s valuable work led after an interval of 
twelve years—to the formation of the Anglo-Jewish Historical Exhibition. 
which became the parent of the Jewish Historical Society of England, 
funded in 18953. Bat alike in Picciotto’s book, in the papers read before the 
Jewish Historical Society, and in the recently published history of Mr. A. M. 
Hivamson, there is a noticeable lack of information in regard to the develop- 
ment of the provincial communities. IJ am not referring to the numerous 
congregations in the provinces which have sprung up in quite recent times, 
bat to the considerable number which are more than a century old, and 
whose origin goes back to the 18th century or even earlier. The early 
history of these older congregations is often shrouded in obscurity owing to 
the loss or destruction of minute-books, the neglect of burial-grounds and 
such-like causes, But the very difliculty of procuring authentic information 
points to the need of farther research. There is a remarkable paucity of 
pspers on the subject in the Translations of the Jewish Historical Society. 
Dublin and Portsmouth are, as far as I know, the only communities of any 
antiquity whose history since the Resettlement has been traced by that body. 
The paper on Dublin is largely indebted to the “ Jewish Year Book,” which is, 
indeed, the only publication in which any systematic attempt has been made 
t» supply the much needed information, and to an unsigned article in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE (January 4th, 1901), which it may be stated was from the 
pea of the present editor of the “ Year Book.” This essay makes no pretensions 
to anything like completeness, but consists of a few notes put together with 
a view to stimulating further research. 


CANTERBURY. 

This is probably the oldest of all provincial congregations since the 
Resettlement. According to the 
“Jewish Year Book,” the “Jewish 
Encyclopedia,” and other authorities, 
Jews appear to have settled there in 
considerable numbers soon after their 
re-admission to England under the 
Protectorate of Cromwell. There isa 
Jewry Lane in Canterbury, and it is 
believed that the thoroughfare 
acquired its name from the fact that 
the early immigrants settled in that 
quarter. It was not, however, until 
about 1730 (according to the “ Jewish 
Kneyclopedia "’), that a synagogue was 
founded in King Street. In 1762, a 
synagogue was built in St. Dunstan's, 
and at the same time a cemetery was 
acquired, The St. Dunstan's Synagogne 
was demolished in 1816 to make room 
for a line built by the South Eastern 
Railway. In the following year, Sir 
Moses Montefiore laid the foundation- 
stone of the present synagogue in King 
Street, on the sight of the former 
Kaights Templars’ Temple, and the 
building was consecrated in 1818. It 
was in the year 1846 that the late 
Jacob Jacobs endeavoured to compile a 
history of the older congregation, and 
found that he had set himself an 
impossible task, the communal records 
having been burnt. It is, therefore, 
net a little whether the 
“Jewish Encyclopedia” is correct in 
assuming that a synagogue existed in 
King Street, thity years before one 
was erected in St. Dunstan's, and 
jbefore the burial-ground came into existence. The Bibliotheca Anglo- 
Judaica, as well as the “ Jewish Year Book,” gives 1760-1762 as the date of 
the first synagogue. 


BIRMINGHAM 


DUBLIN. 

If, however, the claim which Canterbury makes to be the oldest Pro- 
vincial community cannot be substantiated, precedence must certainly be 
given to Dublin. Mr. Leon Hiibner’s valuable paper read before the Jewish 
Historical Society refers to a statement in D'Alton’s History of Dublin that 
some Portuguese Jews settled in the Irish capital on Cromwell's invitation, 
and that they established a synagogue in Crane Lane—the authority for the 
latter statement being Whitehall and Walsh's History of Dublin. During 
the reign of Queen Anne, London was visited by a Rabbi Aaron Sophair, of 
Dublin. In 1722, Dublin had, as its Rabbi, one Hirsch, who seems to have 
been a person of some attainments. 

Then we come to the statement in the “ Jewish Year Book,” repeated by 
its editor, the Rev. Isidore Harris, in an article in the “Jewish Eneyelo- 
pedia,” that in the year 1748, Michael Phillips presented to the Dablin Jews 
a freehold piece of ground at Ballybough Bridge for a cemetery. Some years 
later the Dublin Jews sought assistance from their German and Polish 
coreligionists in London for the building of a wall round their cemetery. 
This being refused, they applied for help to the Bevis Marks congregation, 
and received it. The title-deeds of the property were thereupon deposited 
at Bevis Marks, in the archives of which they are still to be found. Bevis 
Marks also lent some Scrolls of the Law. At one time the Dublin congrega- 
tion proposed to affiliate itself to the Portuguese community in London. 
Picciotto (“Sketches,” p. 168), says: “There does not appear any reason 
why the Portuguese shoult have desired to acquire the ground beyond a 
general wish to benefit the r race, for the Hebrew residents of Dablin were 
of German extraction.” This is, however, by no means certain, and if Jews 
settled there at Cromwell's invitation, or shortly after the Protector’s death 
they are more likely to have been Portuguese than Germans. There are 
various discrepancies between Picciotto’s account and that given by the 
Rey. Isidore Harris in the “ Jewish Encyclopedia.” The chief authority on 
which the latter relies is “ Laws and Regulations of the Hebrew Congrega- 
tion in Dublin, Historical Preface, London, 1839.” But the full facts, we 
believe, are only to be found in the paceouter copy consulted by Mr. Harris 
in the library of the late Asher I. Myers, this particular copy having 
@aauscript notes in the fly-leaf compiled by a member of the old Dublin

community. The late Asher Myers, a zealous student of Anglo. 
history, made a collection of old congregational Law Books, the pref 
which are valuable sources of information on this subject.

Dublin was not the only Irish city inhabited by Jews in the eighto. +; 
century. About the middle of the century, Cork possessed a Shochet «| 
own, and from this we may reasonably infer that there was already 
regularly-constituted congregation there. 


BIRMINGHAM. 


Birmingham is another old Provincial Jewry of whose early history we 
know so little, because its original documents are lost. According t. Mr. 
LL. J. Greenberg, in the “Jewish Encyclopedia,” the first settlement of Jews 
in the capital of the Midlands is supposed to have taken place 200 years 
ago. It is certain that as the seat of the hardware and cheap jewellery 
trade, with a good high road to London, it would have held out attractions 
to Jewish hawkers and peddlars in bye-gone times. In the year 1780, 4 
Synagogue was established in a part of the town then known as“ The 
Froggery,’ and since demolished. There must, however, have bee an 
earlier place of worship, for a Jewish cemetery stood in the same quarter 
in 1730, and the existence of a cemetery argues that of a congregation, 
Fifty years later the Birmingham community must have been one of sone 
importance to have received Lord George Gordon into its fold. It is 4 
carious fact that one of the Jewish cemeteries—the third possessed by the 
community, situated between Bath Row and Islington Row—has given its 
name to the thoroughfare in which it stood, which is hence known as 
Betholom Row. The two earlier cemeteries have been demolished to mike 
room for the railways runnipye into 
Birmingham. The demolition of the 
third cemetery was, however, resisted 
by the congregation. In 1791, the syna- 
gogue was removed to Hurst Street, 
and nineteen years later toa builtling in 
Severn Street, now used as a Masonic 
Hall. The foundation stone was laid 
on May 23, 1809, by Mr. Mordecai 
Solomon,and the prayer for the occasion 
was composed by Rabbi A.M. Dellisson, 
the local Hebrew teacher. A banjuc' 
at the Rose Inn, attended by seventy 
ladies and gentlemen, followed. In 
the year 1815 the Severn Street Syna- 
goxue suffered at the hands of a mol, 
who attacked and wrecked a number 
of places of worship. The four ring- 
leaders were convicted and sentenced 
to seven years’ imprisonment. Towards 
the end of the eighteenth century the 
minister of the Birmingham congrga- 
tion was the Kev. Isaiah Phillips, 
appointed at a stipend of £lo a year, 
afterwards increased to £20. The Rev. 
1. Phillips became the progenitor of one 
of the leading families io Birmingham. 
Other early ministers of Birmingham 
were the Rev. Dr. Raphall and the 
Rev. A. P. Mendes. Most, if not all, o! 
the other communal institutions are of 
quite modern growth. The schools dat 
from 1840. Three years later Sir Moses 
Montefiore laid the foundation of a new 
school in Hurst Street. 

LIVr RPOOL. 

The early migration of Jews \ 
Ireland would account for the establishment of a Jewish congregation 
in Liverpool in the middle of the eighteenth century. The congregativ' 
subsequently became extinct, and bat for the researches of Mr. b. L. 
Benas we should hardly have known of its existence. Unlike the presew' 
Liverpool community, which has no connection with it, it was composed 
of Sepbardi Jews—a fact which strengthens the supposition that tie 
Dublin community may also have been of Portuguese origin. Liver}0o! 
was the port of embarkation for the Irish capital in those days, and i( 's 
reasonable to suppose, with Mr. Benas, that the first Liverpool commun: 
was “founded by Jews who originally intended crossing over to Dublin, )u' 
remained in Liverpool for some reason or other.” Nor was it only to Ireland 
for which passengers embarked from Liverpovwl. People went to Anerive 
and the West Indies from the same sea-port, and with so long and tedious © 
voyage before them there would have been many reasons operating in tli 8° 
days to deter Jewish emigrants from proceeding any further on their travels. 
A number of Jews would also be finding their way back to England, both 
from Ireland and the Old World, and some of them would naturally settle 1" 
England. As far back as 1740, Leon Villareal, a Portugaese Jew aud 3 
maternal ancestor of Mr. Benas, came from Demarara, in the West Indies, and 
joined the original Liverpool community, which was thus made up of Jews, 
mostly Sephardim, travelling to and fro between the Old and New World and 
between England and Ireland. Liverpool Jews are referred to by John 
Wesley, in Wesley's Journal of April 14th, 1755, in these words :—* The peop! 
in general are the most mild and courteous I ever saw in a seaport town, a 
indeed appears by their friendly behaviour to Jews and Papists who live among 
them, but even to the ‘ Methodists’ so called.” This Sephardi communit) 
worshipped ina little cottage, with a garden attached to it for a cemetery, at 
the corner of Camberland Street, in the rear of what is now the General Pos! 
C'lice. It continued to be so used down, almost, to the last quarter of the 
18th century, when it became a Sandemanian chapel. Some of the Hebrews 
tombstones in this cemetery were discovered when excavations were being 
made some time ago in Cumberland Street and Derby Street. Unfortunate!) 
they were destroyed by a careless workman, and with them there has 
perished much valuable information about this early settlement of Jews 
which has left so few traces behind it. 


This original wave of migration was succeeded, about 1780, by a new

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JEWS AND THE THRONE.

Probably they belonged to a lower stratum than the first settlers, being 
persons engaged in vending new and second-hand wares to the seafaring 
population. This community had their first place of worship in Turton 
Court, near the present Custom House. At the end of 1789 they removed to 
100, Frederick Street, to a house which continued for many years afterwards 
to be used for congregational purposes, and which bad in its rear a garden 
that served for a cemetery: In the same house lived Benjamin Yates 
elder son of Elhakim Goetz, of Strelitz), who is described in Gore's Liverpool 
Directory of 1790, as the “ Jews’ Hizh Priest.” He was the first Minister of 
the Liverpool congregation, and the last person to be interred in the burial- 
ground at the back of his house. With his ministerial functions he combined 
the employment of a seal-engraver and a working jeweller. His daughter, 
Mrs. Moses(hapman,died in His brother, Samuel Yates, who succeeded 
him in his business, became a progenitor of some of the leading families of 
the later Liverpoo! community. 

Krom Frederick Street the congregation migrated, 1806-7, to Seel Street, 
where they continued to worship until, in 1871, they removed to the present 
edifice in Prince’s Road. Seel Street has the credit of being the first con- 
gregation in England to establish regular English preaching. The original 
sermons were preached by Tobias Goodman, by the Rev. M. N. Nathan and 
his brother, and by Mr. Abraham Abraham. In 1836 Professor D. M. Isaacs 
was clected preacher. Isaacs’ influence as a teacher made itself felt not 
only inthe pulpit. In conjanetion with the learned Moses Samuel, a silver- 
smith, he published Kos Yeshuoth, the first Jewish monthly periodical in the 
United hingdom. This Moses Samuel is not to be mistaken for the Moses 
Samuel who founded the Hebrew Philanthropic Society in 1811. In 1838 
there occurred « schism which led to the establishment of a rival synagogue 
in Hardman Street, the parent of the present congregation in Hope Place. 
Liverpool elected its first Jewish Mayor, Charles Mozley, in 1865 ; and in 
1867, there was established at Liverpool the first English branch of the 
Alliance Israelite. Liverpool has become famous, and its early history the 
more interesting, for the number of eminent men of a former generation 
whose early lives were spent among the surroundings of the Seel Street 
congregation: Professor Sylvester, Sir John Simon, Professor Marks.

MANCHESTER. 

As the former community of Liverpool owed its existence to travelling 
connections with Ireland and the New World, so the settlement of Jews in 
Manchester, about the year 1788, is traceable—in part, at any rate—to 
migrations of Jews from the neighbouring seaport. The early settlers, who 
numbered about 14 or 15 families, congregated about the precincts of Shude- 
hill and Long Millgate. The firstsynagogue was established by two brothers, 
Lemon and Jacob Nathan, one or both of whom had previously resided in 
Liverpool. They rented the upper chamber of a house situated in Infirmary 
Yard, Garden Street, Withy Grove. Twelve years ago a relative of the

April, 1857, by Dr. N. M. Adler, assisted by the Rev. David Meyer Isaacs, 
of Liverpool, and in the presence of the Rev. Phillip Dessauer and the ltev. 
Michael Hart Simonsen. In that year, Professor Isaacs arranged to di: ide 
his services as preacher between Liverpool and Manchester. The arrange 
ment continued in force until 1863, when Isaacs left Liverpool to become 
minister exclusively of the Manchester congregation. One of the 
older Jewish institutions in Manchester is the Jews’ School. In 1%, 
Abraham Franklin, father of Ellis A. Franklin, founded the Manchester 


_ Hebrew Association for the holding of religion classes at his own house. 


These classes led to the establishment of a school, which met in a couple ns 
rooms at the Salford Lyceum Institution. The founders of the schoo! were 


besides Abraham Franklin, his son, Jacob Franklin, Philip Lucas (the first 
President), and Eleazar Moses. The Portuguese congregation in Manchester

BOOKS REVIEWED. 
Grace and the Prodigal. 


In his latest essay, on the “ Grace of God” (London, Rees), the Rev: | 


Gerald Friedlander cites. from Philo an interesting illustration of Luke's 
parable of the prodigal son. The passage which he quotes is apt, and 
certainly deserves the attention of future cOmmentators on the third Gospel. 

The essayist claims, however, to have proved more than the evidence 
warrants. This may prevent his really good point from arresting due 
notice, Christian scholars, like the rest of us, are human; and the learned 
back is easily putup. Mr. Friedlander speaks of this and another passage 
from Philo as the “source ” of Luke's parable, one of the main ideas of which 
Philo (as Mr. Friedlander shows) clearly anticipated. Seneca also antici- 
pated it. That the ideas contained in the parable, a father’s love for an 
erring but repentant son, is not original to Luke surely needed no demonstra- 
tion. Mr. Montefiore, who is treated in this essay with much ungraciousness, 
has said all that needed to be said on the general point. “ Nothing,” writes Mr. 
Montefiore (p. 990), “can be more Jewish and Rabbinic than this”; and again on 
the following page (991), “the gospel which he (J. Weiss) says the parable 
proclaims is the purest Judaism.” 

To prove, however, as Mr. Friedlander effectively does, that Luke's idea 
is not new, is not identical with proving that the parable as such is borrowed, 
and least of allfrom Philo, The latter has no true parables at all; he has 
many allegories, many comparisons of a parabolical nature, but the parable as 
we find it in its most wonderful example (the Old Testament parable of the 
Ewe Lamb), or in the later Rabbinic literature and in the New Testament. 
is foreign to Philo’s manner. In the passage which Mr. Friedlander quotes we 
do indeed find Philo’s comparison described as a “story,” but this is due to a 
very questionable rendering of the Greek, which means simply ‘ argument,” 
a meaning absolutely required by the context. Nor does Philo employ 
Luke's phrase “living riotously”; Philo uses the adjective, and not the 
adverb. Moreover, the combination of Luke's particular verb and adverb 
is not Philonean, though it is found in Demosthenes and Josephus 
and elsewhere. The noun and adjective were well known from 
Aristotle and Cicero, and occur in N.T. and LXNX. I must, however, 
pass over these technical criticisms, merely remarking that when 
the essayist says that “this version is again found in Eusebius,” 
ie has overlooked the fact that Mangey, whom he cites in the first 
instance, derived the fragment from Eusebius. Some scholars have 
questioned the Philonean authenticity of the dialogues on Providence, but I 
think the evidence in their favour conclusive. Still, when there is a question 
of borrowing the question of authenticity is momentous. Wendland and 
Schiirer and most others are, however, quite certain that the passage is 
genuine, and Mr. Friedlander's use of it is fally justified. It occurs also in 
Aucher’s Armenian text. As to the second passage cited from Philo, this 
is also found, if | remember aright, in a somewhat different form in Mr. 
Rendel Harris’ * Fragments,” and there refers to Jacob and Esau. (If I 
might venture on a suggestion, the ultimate basis of the idea of the two sons 
is the history of Isaac. 

Il will now add some comments on Mr. Friedlander's criticism of Mr. 
Montefiore on seve-al pages of his brochure. | pass over many points, but 
turn at once to page 20. Here the essayist s;ontests, as others have 
contested, Mr. Montefiore’s statement that Jesus “sought out” sinners. 
Mr. Friedlander thinks that it is not enough to prove that “ sinners were in 
his company,” though this, one would imagine, is significant enough of the 
attitude of Jesus. But the evidence goes far beyond that. That Jesus stood 
in a special relation with sinners is reported by all the Synoptics, and quite 
apart from the passages in Luke, the first two Gospels (Matthew ix. 10-13, 
Mark ii, 15-17), agree in representing Jesus as applying to himself the phrase, 
*l came not to call the righteous but sinners.” Jesus, in short, puts himself 
in the way of associating with those to whom he has a special mission. 
The evidence of Luke is admittedly strong. But Mr. Friedlander proceeds: 
“ Pfleiderer (‘ Urchristentum’ vol. i., pp. 515-544) rightly notices that Luke, 
having special sympathy for the poor, gave special prominence to those 
features in Jesus's character and teaching, which were, for this reason, 
peculiarly sympathetic to him.” Thus is Professor Pfleiderer confronted with 
Mr. Montetiore. But, by an oversight, Mr. Friedlander omits to indicate by 
(juotation marks that the whole of this last sentence is taken verbally from 
Mr. Montefiore (p. 991). It is Mr. Montefiore, then, who makes this comment ! 

Even more curious is the instance that meets us on the next page of 
Mr. Friedlander’s essay. Here are cited certain points in the New Testament 
teaching which present a far from admirable view as to the divine grace. 
Indigaantly and justly Mr. Friedlander exclaims: “ Where then is the 
Syinpathy forall sinners? Did not Jesus say: ‘ few enter the gate?’ Did 
he not predict the damnation of the hostile Pharisees with complacency and 
Satisfaction?” But this is exactly Mr. Montefiore’s contention, and it 
is practically given in Mr. Montefiore’s own words! This is what 
Mr. Montefiore says (p. 984): “Jesus teaches a fall individualism. In 
God's eyes every human soul has value, and God desires that none shall be 
‘lost.’ And yet the same Jesus could say, ‘Few enter the gate,’ and 
apparently predict the fate of the hostile Pharisees with complacency and 
Satisfaction”! Mr. Montefiore attempts to form, from a Jewish stand- 
point, a balanced judgment as to the good and evil of the New Testament 
teachings. His Jewish critics seize upon his favourable judgments, and omit 

is unfavourable, or appropriate them against him. Mr. Montefiore is the 
first Jew who has tried to look at all sides of the complex, contradictory 
character of Jesus; he endeavours to speak of him as he was, to extenuate 
nothing, nor set down aught in malice. Clearly, such pioneer work will need 
grave revision. But, taken as it stands, Mr. Monteflore’s work, though 
greatly daring, has also achieved greatly, and there are other Jewish echolars 
besides the Rey. H.S. Lewis who are grateful to Mr. Montefiore and ready 
to stand by him. 

1 hope in the course of the next few weeks to find time for further com- 
ments on the whole subject. It is, of course, just that Mr. Montefiore’s 
views should be rigorously criticised, but it does not seem to me that bis

Jewish critics have kept an open mind with regard to the strong and even 
passionate defence of Jewish ideals which the book contains. Mr. Montefiore 
simply takes a wider view of all aspects of theological problems than most of 
us are willing or qualified todo. For the present I must confine myself to 
one other passage of Mr. Friedlander’s essay. In a foot-note on p. 14, the 
essayist remarks: “ Montefiore in the ‘Synoptic Gospeis, p. 702, is incorrect 
in saying that the parable in Matthew xx., 1-16, supplies a corrective to 
Rabbinte teaching by emphasising the principle of grace.” Now the page 
referred to (702) is the finest treatment known to me of the puzzling problem 
presented by Jewish doctrine on reward and grace. Mr. Montefiore 
denies that the Rabbis “had a peculiar last for reward,” he describes as 
“ grossly exaggerated” the supposition that they held that God's action is 
governed by the principle of “tit for tat.” But, on the other hand, the 
principle of “measure for measure” simply permeates Rabbinic litera- 
ture. Mr. Montefiore puts the case mildly when he terms this 
principle a “frequent element” of the Rabbinic teaching. It recurs there 
again and again. The idea of the particular parable in Matthew is, as Mr. 
Montefiore says, that “inequality of service”’ may, nevertheless, lead to 
equality of reward. And Mr. Montefiore is right in calling this a great and 
corrective idea, though he carefully adds that the same corrective idea is 
to be found also in Rabbinic literature. He has left it for me (as he dis- 
tinctly says on the same page) to show that the idea is so found. Mr. 
Montefiore has himself done it long ago in excellent essays of his, and if the 
passages are not yet repeated, the fault is not Mr. Montefiore’s, but is due to 
the dilatoriness of the writer of the third volume. 

Thus there is, in the book under review, much that it is impossible 
to commend. But | am loth to conclude without repeating that I have 
found much that is original in it, much that is of a quality to assure 
me that many good essays may be expected from Mr. Friedlander. He has 
a notable predecessor in his admiration for Philo—Mr. Montefiore, 
who is alwaysa pioneer. His “ Florilegiam Philonis " was written before 
Philo became so popular. Philo is well deserving of Jewish study, and Mr. 
Friedlander, who has already gleaned rich fruit from the Alexandrian 
philosopher in this essay, will assuredly go on and gather a still richer 
crop. 


The Jewish Review. 
The second number of the Jewish Review just published is by no 


means as disappointing as the first number, and thus atones 
in a measure for the defects of its predecessor. The Chief 
Rabbi comes to the rescue with a brief and cogent article, “ The 


Jewish Doctrine of Atonement,” in which he deals firmly and courteously 
and successfully with the Christiar criticisms of his treatment of the subject 
in his volume of “ Anglo-Jewish Memories.” The Haham lends a helping 
hand with a scholarly notice of Mr. A. E. Cowley’s great work, “ The Samari- 
tan Liturgy,” in which a dexterous use of his facile pen reveals the 
wide scope of his own knowledge of the subject. The review also contains 
the concluding portion of the Presidential address delivered before the 
Jews’ College Literary Society, entitled *“ Graeco-Roman Criticism of some 
Jewish Observances and Beliefs.” in which the author shows his character- - 
istic skill in historic investigation. 

The other contributions show ereditable workmanship of an average 
standard, but present no striking features. But it is the “ Editorial 
Notes’ which most ofall will disappoint and ruille the fair-minded reader. 
They lack a sense of editorial restraint and sobriety of judgment. They 
seem to betoken a crooked cutlook and a consequent lack of perspec- 
tive. The views enunciated indicate the possession of pre-conceived 
notions recklessly advocated in a partisan spirit, and they appear to 
forget that passion is not logic and that abuse, even when mild and veiled, 
is not argument. The first annoying feature of the * Editorial Notes” is 
their anti-English bias. The man in the street cannot understand why an 
English review, produced on English soil under Eoglish auspices, should 
present the peculiar characteristic of regarding everything as inherently 
rotten in the state of Judaism in Engiand. There is such a longing for the 
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bliss of Germany and America. Does this not suggest an obvious retort ? 
You cannot enjoy the flesh-pots of Egypt if you yearn for the spirituality of 
Sinai. Why, then, do these pessimistic critics of English Judaism 
not forsake the flesh-pots of England and emigrate to the spiritual 
environment of Germany and America, which presumably would be 
more congenial to them ?. The Editors conveniently ignore the fact that 
Germany, which they regard as such a pattern to Jewish communities, 
happens to be just the country which shows the highest percentage of 
deliberate and voluntary apostasy from Judaism to Christianity. Another 
curious omission is the circumstance that Frankfort is the headquarters of 
the Mekizé Nirdamim, but if we examine the report of that Society, which 
was lately issued, we find that it has more subscribers in London than in 
Frankfort, and then we are expected to accept the statement that Germany 


does more for Jewish culture, in proportion to population, than does 
England. 


the “ Editorial Notes.” It is quite a legitimate thing to plead with earnest- 
ness for increased support to Jews’ College, but it is quite another thing to 
complain that * the scant recognition which the College receives from the 
community leaves it to make bricks without straw.”

There is another confusion of issue when the Editors write: “ What 
Rabbinical seminary imposes Hazanuth on candidates for Rabbinical office?” 
This has as much meaning as if we asked, “ What Rabbinical seminary 
imposes elocution on candidates for the office of preacher?” The Editors 
seem to ignore the distinction between two separate problems. Whether 
the preacher should be a scholar pure and simple and devote all his time to 
study in order to be the Rabbi and spiritual head of his congregation, is one 
question. But it has unfortunately been confused in actual experience 
with quite another question.

He is 
probably guilty of bad logic, but the fault is not entirely on his side, because 
he has learnt his bad logic from those who should have been his teachers in 
consistent reasoning and practice. And then the Editors make a precious 
fuss of the resignation of Dr. Magnes. “Dr. Magnes has struck a great 
blow not only for the recognition of the trne function of the Rabbi, but also 
for catholic and progressive Judaism.” Dr. Magnes has done nothing of the 
kind. As a Rabbi he taught honesty, and he simply did an honest act by 
resigning when he found himself unable or unwilling to fulfil the terms of 
his original contract with his congregation. 

The “ Editorial Note ” on “ King Edward VIL.” does not reach the level of 
some of the pulpit utterances delivered in the first hour of the nation's 
grief. In fact, the best paragraph in this note almost looks as though it had 
been suggested by a paragraph in one of the memorial sermons reported in 
the Jewish Press at the time. The remaining “ Editorial Notes” do not rise 
above the journalistic comments on events which appeared when the inci- 
dents were quite fresh in the minds of the public. 

Thus, while the second number of the Jewish Review shows in some 
respects a slight improvement on the first number, it has yet to make 
considerable strides before it justifies its title to inclusion in the library of 
permanent literature rather than that of ephemeral journalism. S. L.

The 
volumes are divided into: (1) Sabbath liturgy for the whole year, (2) 
Hymns, prayers and praises for all the festivals, (3) All Psalms incorporated 
in the liturgy, and (4) Special services, e.o., consecration of synagogues, 
weddings, memorial services, etc. The influence of music in devotional 
service is everywhere fully recognised and has always been cultivated by 
our people unstintedly. The Temple services were largely services of song, 
and to this day we have maintained the tradition in our places of worship. 
Mr. Hast has done a good work in enshrining choir music and Chazanuth in 
these volumes, for it will tend to preserve them to us forall time. In the 
case of the editor of these volumes and the author of many of the beautiful 
renderings, it is needless to add that the setting is above all praise for 
sympathetic rendering and artistic harmonising. Mr. Hast’s work should 
find its place not only in every synagogue choir and in the repertoire of 


every Chazan, but amongst the cherished music of everyone who knows and | 


can appreciate the songs which Israel has sung in many a strange land.

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The Encyclop:edia Biblica, cols. 3611, 3628, and the article on the “* Counc! 
of Jerusalem,” will prove to Mr. Lewis that it was the original teaching 
of Paul which brought Christianity to the Gentiles. Paul never knew Jesus. 
He studiously avoids all reference to the earthly life or words of Jesus. 
Paul quotes nothing that is found in the Synoptic Gospels. The divergent 
accounts of the institution of the Eucharist in the Gospels must be set aside 
as interpolations. The passage about the labourer being worthy of his hire 
in Matthew x., 10, which is also found in I. Tim. v., 18, is considered by 
Mr. Montefiore (Synoptic Gospels, p. 580) as belonging “ to a later period than 
Mark,” and therefore cannot be considered as a genuine saying of Jesus. 
Paul bases his entire Christology on the death of Jesus. In support of this 
view, 1 refer Mr. Lewis to the opening pages of Conybeare’s * Myth. Magic 
and Morals,” also to the Hibbert Journal Sapplement, 1909, pp. 50, 02, 2.4 
I do not wish, at the present moment, to discuss the character of Pau!, but 
if we bear in mind his teaching, and the story of his tactics in his opjos:tion 
to the Church in Jerusalem, as well as his quarrel with Peter at Antioch, 
and do not lose sight of the opinion in which he was held by the Church in 
the first two centuries, we shall find that his view of human nature was pro- 
foundly irreligious. He was a man who was ready to act now in this way, 
now in another way, ever ready to make concessions to the weakness 0! his 
followers, just for the sake of gaining converts.

The Gospels are intended to influence life, and if 
the New Testament belief in the devil or in demons is declared to be false, 
then the whole life of Jesus is condemned and his claims to be the only 
son of God, as well as the Messiah, are invalidated. On the other hand, if 
anyone ignores the saying of Abba Benjamin, what then? Judaism is 
untouched. This was the standpoint I adopted in comparing the miracles of 
Elisha and Jesus. Miracles play no part in the writings of the Prophets or 
in the Psalms, except as reminiscences or vague expectations. In the 
Gospels, the miracles are the guarantee of the Messiahship of Jesus. 
The last passage (for I have no time to deal with the others), quoted 
by Mr. Lewis from Weiss’s “Dor Dor Vedorshov,” refers to the “three 
hundred |kinds of! demons said to be found in the village of Shichin.” Has 
Mr. Lewis seen the parallel passage in the Palestinian Talmud Taanith iv., 
p. 6a, Ed. Krotoschin, where the discussion is about metal boxes (Shiddoth), 
and not about demons at all? The passage quoted by Mr. Lewis 
occurs in Gittin 68 a (not b as given by Weiss) and was a saying 
of Rabbi Jochanan, who goes on to say in his candid confession 
that he knows nothing about the demon. Rabbi Jochanan was an 
Amora and died 279 ¢.e. We are not justified in drawing any inference 
as to the religious belief of the Jews in the days of Jesus, from passages 
such as those quoted. The point at issue is not concerned with the popular 
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superstitions, but with the belief of the religious leaders in Palestine inthe | 


days of Jesus. 
Devil” in the same way as Jesus did, according to the Gospels? Mr. Lewis 
has clearly shown that R. Jochanan b. Zakkai did not believe in the heathen 
method of exorcism, by telling his disciples that there was no real analogy. 
Simon ben Jochai's performance in driving out a demon from the daughter of 
a Roman Emperor is considered by Bacher (“ Agada der Tannaiten”’ ii., p. 76) 
to be purely legendary. For the legend of Ben Temalyon, or rather

Vol. VIII. (1884), p. 220£.f. According to the legend, the Rabbi merely speaks a | 


single word and the princess is restored to health, quite a different matter to 
the intricate heathen method of exorcism. (See Graetz iv., p. 209.) The 
reference to Josephus is, I presume, to “ Antiquities” viii., 2, $ 5. L only find 
one case. (Mr. Lewis speaks of performances.) But, again, this case is not 
analogous to the case mentioned by R. Jochanan b. Zakkai. In Josephus the 
afflicted person is cured by having a root applied to his nostrils. Smelling- 
salts and such like are still used to-day. Josephus considered this art of 
exorcism “ useful and sanative to men,” “ Antiq.” vi.,.8, 5 2. 1 cannot see any 
reason for Mr. Lewis's inference that R. Jochanan b. Zakkai believed in 
heathen methods of exorcism. 

The answer to my question about the {Ist Psalm is again mere evasion. 
The reference to the Sifra does not, in my opinion, throw the least light upon 
the conduct of Jesus. Did Jesus perform a religious duty by refusing to see 
his mother? I rejoice to see that Mr. Montefiore (Synoptic Gospels, p. 634 
characterises his conduct as “un-Jewish.” Perhaps this may convert Mr. 
Lewis to my standpoint. A reference to the late Professor Usener's 
article on “ Nativity,” in the “ Encyclopwdia Biblica,” col. 33145, where 


Jesus's repudiation of his kindred is discussed, will afford interest- 
ing reading. We are told by Mr. Lewis that Jesus’s mother was 


trying to hinder him froma religious duty—which duty? How Mr. Lewis 
can read into Mr. Montefiore’s words “ Just because he (Jesus) was himself 
not a sinner” that Mr. Montefiore does not mean that Jesus was sinless, 
passes my dull comprehension. If Jesus was not sinless but simply lived a 
clean and virtuous life, like s0 many thousands of his coreligionists in his 
own day, why does not Mr. Montefiore say so in plain, simple language ? 
I still believe that Mr. Montefiore’s words “that just becausc he (Jesus) 
himself was not a sinner” are intended to convey the idea that he was sin- 
less. My reason is due to the great stress laid by Mr. Montefiore on 
Jesus's unique personality (see Jowett Lectures pp. 38, 46-47, 55, 56, 88, 104, 
114 and 115.) Jesus's hand of “redemption” or“‘the inspiration of his 
thoughts ’* more divine,’” than the divinity of the Law. “ The ‘ divine com- 
passion’ that moved him towards sinners ’’—or the words on p. 56, “ God was 
ready through his messenger (i.e., Jesus) to pardon their sins ”"—or Jesus 
knew that‘ his own purity could not be defiled.” All this shows that Jesus 
was unlike other men—they were sinners, he was not. Mr. Montefiore tells 
us (p. 88), that “ God's nearness was felt by Jesus directly with a vivid 
intensity unsurpassed by any man.” A novel and daring statement without 
the slightest proof! All these statements are quite natural and proper if you 
once assume that Jesus was sinless. Il regret that this letter is so long, but 
I hope it will not be in vain. 

Just one last paragraph to sum up the position. (1) | am very pleased 
that I have convinced Mr. Lewis of his fundamental error that the New 
Testament should be added to the Jewish Canon of Scripture. (2) I have the 
satisfaction of knowing that Mr. Lewis does not believe that Jesus was sin- 
less, and therefore there is no imperative need for Jews to find in his life 
the best and sweetest of lives. This is the modern unitarian view. I hope 
Mr. Montefiore will accordingly modify his statements as to Jesus's unique 
personality so often referred to in his Synoptic Gospels. (3) Mr. Lewis has 
evaded my chief point, which was for information, viz., the passages in the

CAMBRIDGE UNIVERSITY.

This has been a remarkably successful year for the Jewish students at 
Cambridge University. In all departments of study, scientific and literary, 
they have done well, and a short account of these achievements ought to 
interest the Jewish community. The class lists of the various Triposes and 
specials have, during the past week, been published with bewildering pro- 
fusion, and an attempt will be made here to give an account of those results 
that will interest Jewish readers. 

In Mathematics there are many successes to be registered. In Part II. 
of the Mathematical Tripos, under the old regulations, Mr. L. J. Mordell, of 
St. John’s College, who was Third Wrangler last year, was placed in the 
Second Division of the First Class. He is now only in his third year, and we 
may look forward to farther brilliant achievements in the near future. In 
Part lL. of the Mathematical Tripos, under the new regulations, Messrs. E. 
M. Daltroff, of Queen's College, and M. Segal, of Clare, secured First 
Classes. In Part Il., Mr. L. Infeld, of Queen's, and Mr. M. Jaffee, of 
appended, to 
indicate that they distinguished themselves in advanced subjects. It is 
also interesting to note that Mr. C. Schwartz topped his College, Queens’, in 
the annual college examination or Mays, with a good First Class. .He has 
been awarded a Foundation Scholarship of £50. 

In Part I. of the Classical Tripos, Mr. C. M. Picciotto, of Trinity, and 
Mr. A. D. Schloss, of King’s College, were placed in the second division of 
First Class. To these remarkable successes we must add that of Mr. S. M. 
Green, of St. John’s College, who got a Second Class, Division Il. Mr Green 
is the President of the Cambridge Hebrew Congregation for the next year. 

In the Medieval and Modern Languages Tripos, Part Il., Mr. J. Meek, of 
Trinity College, obtained a First Class in the English section. Mr. Meek was 
in the First Class of the Classical Tripos, Part IL., last year. 

Mr. E. Levine, of Jesus Colleze, has continued to show his brilliance in 
Hebrew and Aramaic. After obtaining the Tyrwhitt Scholarship and Mason 
Prize, he has obtained a First Class in the 
Theological Tripos, Part II., together with the 
Hebrew Prize, given on the results of this 
Tripos. His college has showered further 
honours upon him, by awarding him a share 
| in the prize given to the most distinguished 
\' Bachelor of Arts, besides another Hebrew 
Prize. Mr. Levine got a First in the Oriental 
Tripos last year. 

In the Historical Tripos, Part II., Mr. E. 
; Lipson, of Trinity College, obtained a First- 
Class. Mr. Lipson got a First Class in Part lL. 
last year. In Part |, Mr. G. L. Schlesinger, 
of Gonville and Caius College, was excused 
the General Examination. 

Perhaps the greatest success of all is that 
gained by Mr. A. Alexander, of St. John’s College, 
in Part I. of the Law Tripos. The Law Tripos is 
the only Honours Examination in which in the candidates are still placed in 
order of merit, as usual in three classes. Mr. Alexander was placed head of 
the list, and was awarded the George Long Prize. Mr. Alexander's success 
was no surprise to anybody in Cambridge, for we have in the past two years 
been afforded many examples of his remark- 
able brilliance. Mr. Alexander, who is 
twenty-one years of age, had already 
graduated at the University of Cape Town 
before entering St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge, and had taken Classical Honours. 
He was educated at the South African 
College, where he gained many distinctions, 
including the Gold Medal for Oratory. 
In June last, at the end of his first year at 
St. John’s, he headed the Inter-Collegiate 
list in the Mays Examinations, and was 
awarded a Foundation Scholarship of £40; 
he gained a similar position in December. 
In April of the present year, the Inns of 
Court awarded him a prize of £50 for 
being first in Constitutional Law and Legal 
History. Mr. Alexander is brother to 
Advocate Morris Alexander, who also took 
First-Class Honours in the Law Tripos at 
Cambridge. The new graduate has just 
been elected Hon. Secretary of the Cam- 
bridge Hebrew Congregation for the next 
academic year. The new Treasurer, Mr. L. N. Mosseri, of 
College, was excused the General Examination. 

In Part II. of the Law Tripos, Mr. M. H. Schiff, of Jesus College, obtained 
a First-Class, a distinction gained by only three men this year. Mr. Schiff’s 
result is still more remarkable, when we remember that last year he gained a 
First-Class in History, so that he has been studying Law for but one year. 
Mr. H. M. Walford, of Gonville and Caius College was placed in the Third 
Class. Mr. I. Kaplan, of Trinity Hall, obtained a First Class in the Law Special. 

In Mechanical Sciences, Mr. C. M. Spielmann, of King’s College, got a 
Second Class. In the Moral Sciences Tripos Mr. A. Liwy, Peterhouse, obtained 
a Third Class. In Economics, Miss Elkin, of Girton, obtained a brilliant First 
Class. Mr. P. Vos, of Gonville and Caius College, has the proud distinction 
of being placed alone in the First Class of the Intercollegiate Examination 
in Economics. Mr. Vos is already considered to be giving promise of great 
achievements in this new branch of study,and his college has awarded him a 
scholarship of £40 a year. Mr. A. R. Wolbrom, of Sidney Sussex, was placed 
in the Second Class of the Natural Sciences Tripos, Part Il., and Mr. J. 
Longman, of Emmanuel College, obtained a Third Class. 3H 4 

It is needless to comment on the remarkable list of successes here 
recorded. The Jewish students have done honour to themselves and to the 
community. Several have, indeed, shown exceptional merit. But most of 
them have shown how eager and capable they are to take advantage of the 
opportunities offered by this ancient University. All hope that they will 
continue to do honour to their nation. All desire that they may use their 
abilities to the greatest advantage of all, and, one may add, on bebalf of their 
own ple. Education has been the salvation of Israel in the past. It is our 
only hope in the future. We may be denied this hope in some lands, but here 
we are allowed free scope to our energies. It is with sincere gratitude to 
the noble-heartedness of this great country, that we are able to boast that 
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‘ we yield to none in our desire to lead in the world’s intellectual progress.

Orchestra to follow the soloist through the intricacies of his renderings of 
Chopin's pianoforte concertos, deserved more serious recognition. M. de 
Pachmann’s marvellous technique was certainly shown to better advantage 
in the Barearolle, the D flat Mazarka, and the Impromptu in A flat, which are 
perhaps, more truly Chopinesque than the concertos. 

Mr. Boris Hambourg chose the same afternoon for his only ‘cello recital 
this season, providing his numerous hearers at .Molian Hall with a varied and 
interesting programme, which he carried out with taste and genuine 
artistry. Boéliman’s “ Variations Symphoniques” was his only encroachment 
on the familiar, the Sonata by Willem Defesch, a Dutch composer of the 
eighteenth century, and two delighful Gavottes by Stefano Galeotti and 
Giacomo Cervetto, which he has re-arranged most effectively, met with 
particular appreciation. Bach's Sarabande in E flat for ‘cello alone, and a 
group of smaller pieces by Popper, Arensky, etc., completed his programme. 
Miss Marjorie Tempest was the vocalist of the occasion, and Miss Daisy 
Bucktrout accompanied. 

At Steinway Hall, an enjoyable concert was given by Mr. J. M. Levien 
and his pupils, Mr. Levien being heard to greatest advantage in a Franz 
Lied and Jensen's “Alt Heidelberg,’ which he sang with sympathy and 
spirit.

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Distributions of Prizes. 


JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 


The annual distribution of prizes of the Jewish Religious Education Board was 
held on Sunday at the Jews Free School. 

Dr. A. E1rcnuno.z, who presided, in the course of his address, said that a new era 
had been entered upon in regard to religious education. The history of the last 
century had been a fight for the rights of citizenship and the men who had waged 
that fight had been sustained by a tremendous faith. If that struggle had to be 
fought anew to-day, they would enter upon it with a considerable amount of mis- 
giving, because their faith was not sosirong. They consequently had to think out 
their spiritual position again; they had to think out the meaning of their Judaism. 
They were doing what they could to establish Jewish knowledge and scholarship 
in this country. They had been fortunate in securing Dr. Buchler as head of 
Jews’ College and their Jeader in Jewish scholarship in England. They were 
delighted to have Dr. Bichler with them at that function Cheers , _Dr. 
Biichler represented for them the first step in the new movement They 
hoped that this process of reawakening would extend to the whole of the 
community and that every Jew would come to realise the meaning of his 
Judaism. For this purpose the whole community must be united. They were too 
prone to accen‘uate their differences instead of points of union. A prime necessity 
was tue unification of the work of Jewish religious education which was at present 
being performed by the Jewish Religious. Education Board, the Talmud Torah 
Trust, the Union of Synagogue Classes, and the Chedorim, These were all working 
independently and seeking public support for the same purposes. He hoped the time 
would not be very far distant when they would have some great Union which should 
gather the religious teaching into one focus He deplored the lack of support that 
was given to the Board's work, which had necessitated closing cown the Infants’ 
classes, prevented the best teaching material being secured and involved.a large 
number of children being left without religious instruction at all. He hoped that a 
great effort would be made to put an end to this serious defect, which greatly 
impaired the efficiency of the work of religious education in London. He pleaded for 
support of the Board which was training up the children of the community to take 
their place as worthy Jews and eitizens. 

The prizes having been distributed by Mrs. Eichholz, 

Mr. Oswatp J. Simon proposed a vote of thanksto the teachers. He said that 
he inadequate support given to the Board was a disgrace to the community. 

Mr. Davin Moses, the senior teacher, replied. 

Mr. Henry Lecas, President, proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman and Mrs 
Eichhoiz, and referred to their valuable services on the recent Special Committee of 
the Supervision Committee of the Board. He hoped that the forthcoming appeal of 
the Board would meet with a generous response. 

Mr. Cyrus Sutznerokr, of New York, seconded the vote, for which Mrs. Eicuno.z 
briefly returned thanks. 

The proceedings were enlived by the excellent singing of the boys and girls’ 
choirs of the Sabbath School. 


REDMAN’S ROAD TALMUD TORAH.: 


The annual distribution of prizes to the pupils attending the Ibrith Bibrith 
Classes at Redman’s Road was held last Sunday at the Shoreditch Town Hall. Mr. 
B. Biaxnaum presided, and Mrs. E. P. Davis, to whom a bouquet was presented, 
handed the awards. 

The proceedings opened with the singing of the Baruch Haho, after which 

Mr. A. Munpy, the Hon. Secretary, gave an account of the work done in the past 
year. The number on the registers, he said, at the present time was while as many 
as 203 were awaiting admission on the completion of the new Talmud Torah Classes. 
The average attendance was %5 per cent. The pupilsin Class V. were taught Gemarah 
and the later Prophets, and in addition Talmud was taught inthe Vith, and advanced 
Rabbinicsin Class VIL. Rabbi Weiner has conducted a searching examination and 
stated in his report thut he found the teaching excellent and that the pupils under- 
stood their subjects well and could fluently express themselves in the sacred 
tongue. “ There is every hope,” concluded the examiners report, “that a number 
of the children attending this Talmud Torah will become a credit to the whole 
Hebrew race. Mr. Mundy mentioned that there wasaciub in connection with the 
Talmud Torah, composed of ex-pupils, for the purpose of continuing their Hebrew 
studies. 

Master M. Finecoip, one of the pupils, then delivered a long Talmudical dis- 
course, and was loudly applauded at its conelusion. 

The prize distribution followed, after which 

The CuatkMan expressed pleasure at seeing such a large assembly. He hoped 
they had all been gratified with the work of the pupils and had been pleased to hear 
that the students of the Talmud Torah had done so much credit to themselves and to 
their teachers in the past year. He asked them to bear in mind that in addition to 
such subjects as Chumash, Talmud and Midrash, the pupils were taught 
Hebrew asa living language. He had visited the classes on a number of occasions, 
and it was perfectly marvellous to observe what keenness and consciousness 
the pupils displayed in the holy tongue. If any institution deserved the support of 
the community, it was the Redmans Road Talmud Torah, which was instrumental! in 
bringing back the old-fashioned feelings of Judaism, with the result that future 
Jewry need have very little fear for the Judaism of the future. In face of this, he 
thought it wasa great pity that an institution such as theirs should struggle to make 
ends meet. He referred to the headmaster. the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom, in appreciatory 
terms, and spoke of his untiring efforts in promoting the study of Hebrew as a living 
language. ‘lhe sanitary i: spectors had condemned the present classrooms, and they 
had therefore taken a larger building opposite their present premises.  ‘I’o prepare 
this building for the reception of the pupils would cost at least £1,400. An anonymous 
gentleman had promised to collect £300, and he hoped the community ‘would 
come forward and give the classes the support they so richly deserved. 

Rabbi A. Cuaikin addressed the audience in Yiddish on the importance of 
Talmud Torahs. 

The Rev. Dayan A. Fet_pman, on behalf of the Chief Rabbi, who was not 
able to be present, conveyed to them his message of sympathy with the 
work that was being carried on in the Redmans Road Talmud Torah. He 
(Dayan Feldman) did pot think it was necessary for him to speak upon the excellent 
results achieved by the Talmud Torah. They could judge better when they saw a 
thing thaa when they simply heard of it. He hoped that they would show their 
appreciation of, and admiration for the work, in a tangible form. and 
respond liberally to the appeal made from the Chair. He was delighted 
to see what progress Jewish religious education had made in this country within the 
last few years. The formation of the Union of Synagogue Classes and the attempt 
to strengthen the work of the Jewish Religious Education Board were welcome steps 
in that direction. It was delightful to see how the idea of Talmud Torah had 

rogressed, and he believed that the work of those institution#had influenced toa 
arge extent the revival of Jewish religious education in other spheres. Theidea 
of Talmud Torah had progressed so generally that they now possessed not only 
five Talmud Torahs in East London but similar institutions in places as far distant 
as Kilburn and Brondesbury, Tottevham, and Notting Hill, while the system of 
teaching the Hebrew language, through the medium of Hebrew, obtained at three 
of the Talmud Torahs and at the Thrawl Street Classes for Girls under the auspices 
of the Bnoth Zion. He outlined the various activities such as study circles, Hebrew 
clubs, etc., that had been in nearly all cases the outcome of the Talmud Torahs. 
He recalled the early struggles of the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom to popularise the 
method of teaching Hebrew as a language, and alluded to the great success that 
now attended those early efforts. He appealed for the strengthening of the religious 
spirit and the intensification of Jewish life as the end towards which the proper 
study of Hebrew was but the means. He announced that £00 had already been 
collected for the establishment of the new classrooms. and made a strong appeal for 
the remaining £700. In conclusion, he moved a‘vote of thanks to Mrs. E. P. Davis. 

Mrs. Davis in acknowledging, impressed upon her young hearers the desirability 
of making the best of their present opportunities. 

he Rev. D. Wassgnzvuc, B.A., moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman, the 
teaching staff and the Managing Committee of the classes. He spoke of the great 
ractical interest the Chairman had taken in all subjects where the furthering of 
ewish education was concerned, and mentioned in evidence of that fact that more 
than a third of the prizes distributed that evening were gifts from Mr. Birnbaum 
The motion was carried by acclamation. :

Mr.S. H. Vacentine nominated the Rev.S. J. Roco for the Presidentship. He 
said they regarded Mr. Roco as one of the founders of the Association, and had in him 
an indefatigable President. : 

There was no other nomination, and Mr. Roco was elected. The other honorary 
oflicers were re-elected, and three vacancies on the Committee were filled by the 
election of Messrs. Cecil Botibol, Artom A. Romain and Alfred Valentine. 

The sixth annual report states that from an educational point of view the 
influence of the classes of the Sephardic Congregational Association has bern 
no less satisfactory than hitherto. The attendance on Saturdays averages ‘> 
and on fuesday evenings 81. There are in all 160 children on the registe: 
and applications for the admission of new pupils are constantly being made 
So far as the educational work of the Association is concerned, its expecta 
tions have been abundantly: realised ; but the growth of the classes has 
brought with it increased expenditure. A yearly rental of about £0 has to be 
paid to the London County Council for the excellent classrooms at Smith Stree 
Stepney, while a sum of £75 is annually required for the payment of the teachins 
staff. As in former years, the Board of Elders of the Congregation have grante: 
£50 towards the expenses of the Association for the current year. At po period ih 
the history of the Association hasthe fimancial position been so very precarious. [here 
is no doubt that growing poverty and stagnation in trade necesserily re-act upon tie 
support rendered by the humbler contributors to the funds of the Association, Sut :' 
is difficult to understand the apparent indifference of the members of the congregatio! 
at large to the needs of the Classes. It was found necessary to issue an appeal to the 
Yehidim at the end of last year, when the Classes were seriously hampered for war! 
offunds. The issue of that appeal was deferred for a few months in order that Ux 
claims of another congregational institution should not suffer; but very likely, in con 
sequence of that postponement, the appeal of the Association met with a very mearre 
response, only £16 13s. 6d. being realised. The Association is thus for the first tim: 
in deficit. Itis hoped that the near future may see this defici: wiped out, and the 
finances of the institution placed ona sound and sure foundation.—The Haham, wi 
conducted an examination of ths Classes on the 5th inst., reports inter alia:-—" rhe 
satisfactory result which these Classes have shown in the previous years was 80 marked 
that I went there with the hope that the same high level of efficiency had been ma! 
tained, and I am glad to inform you that my expectations have been entirely fullilie: 
If education rests on a solid foundation, and this is laid in the elementary Classe- 
where the youngest attend to be taught, then it is natural to anticipaie— given the 
same interest in the work and the same staff of teachers—that the higher the pul 's 
advance, the yield should be continually satisfactory.

Prior to proceeding y 
the business on the agenda, a presentation in the shape of an illuminar, 
address was made to Mr. Isaac Davis, the Vice-President, in honour of },:. 
having attained his eightieth birthday, and as a mark of appreciation 
his services. 

The CHAIRMAN, in making the presentation, said that he had to perf,

in the history of their Institution that a Vice-President had attained |). 
great age of eighty years. Mr. Davis had done a great deal for the Hi we 
and they were largely indebted to him for the practical interest he had at 
all times evinced in-it. He was glad to see present Mr. Joshua Hands. \\r. 
Walter Spiers and Mr. Mark Drukker (who had been Chairman of ‘he 
Investigating Committee for the past 15 years), who, together with 
Mr. Davis, had been among the original founders of the Institution. 

The address refers in felicitous terms to Mr. Davis's benefactions w). «} 
had been the means of largely raising the institution to its presens prod 
position, and offers congratulation on his eightieth birthday. 

Mr. ISAAC DAVIS in returning thanks for the address spoke of the 
pleasure it gave him to know that his services on behalf of the Home were 
so highly appreciated. He expressed the hope that the building of the syii1 
gogue in connection with the institution would be forthwith proceeded wi: h. 

In moving the adoption of the report and accounts for the past year, the 
CHAIRMAN said that the Institution had been singularly successful. Te 
result of the year’s working showed a deficit of £561. He thought it wa. 
extremely undesirable that any institution should have all the funds neces- 
sary to meet the expenditure, but at the same time a large deficit was not 
desirable. A deficit of £561 was not very serious, and the public would 
always be prepared not to allow the doors to close for an amount like thar.

He alluded to the death of King Edward, and recalled the fact that the Insti- 
tation had been built as a memorial to Queen Victoria, and spoke of 
. the great practical interest the Royal House had taken in the welfare of the 


Home. It seemed only the other day to him that Princess Louise had opene: 
the Home, and had by her visit encouraged them to carry on the work and to 
carry it forward to the extent they saw it to-day. He announced that th: 
Postmasier-General had consented to become a Vice-President of the Home, 
and that Mr. S. G. Asher, who had been one of the most liberal supporters of 
the Home had also consented to accepta Vice-Presidency. He congratulated 
the East London on their successful year. He thought that the work done in 
that district might well be followed in other localities, and he was glad to 
announce that Miss Millie Isaacs, of 105, Brondesbury Road, had already 
taken steps to form an Aid Society in the North-west District. He hoped 
that others would come forward in other districts with a view of establishing 
aid societies. They had received an excellent report from Dr. Taylor. 
who bore testimony to the ability and care exercised by their own regular 
medical attendant, Dr. Loewenthal. In conclusion, he paid a high tribute to 
Mr. L. J. Salomons, the Secretary, whose great efforts on behalf of the 
Home they all so much appreciated. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted.

Posters announcing the coming of the famous Chazan Sirota are plenti- 
fully bespattered over the East End. As far as at present arranged, the 
Warsaw cantor will appear at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End, on the 
evening of July 5th. Tickets are being readily snapped up, and signs are 
not wanting that “Sirota of the golden voice” is going to have a rousing 
reception. It is not improbable that he will be féted, and that the hospitality 
in store for him will be as warm as, judging by present conditions, will be 
the July eve upon which he will make his English début. 

Whence has vanished our old-time Jewish chivalry ? Here, at any rate, 
we see very little of it. Judging by several of the cases that have recently 
been heard in the local Courts, the commercial element is entering to a 
greater extent than ever into the “ love" affairs of young Israel. A tailor’s 
underpresser, earning about twenty-six shillings a week in the busy season, 
will honour no lady with his attentions unless she has adowry. Likewise 
the pallid, unhealthy machinist has his price. 
becoming scarcer, and the maidens’ chances of matrimony fewer. So, romance 
is being killed, smothered to death with talk of dollars and dowries. And 


the sensible English marriageable girl, with no dowry save her good health, | 


good looks and active brain, prefers quiet, useful spinsterhood to the prospect 
of being sold like a pound of tea. 


It is noticeable that the cases in which dowries have played a leading | 
part are those that are later destined to occupy the precious time of the | 


Courts. Judge Bacon's question the other day toone plaintiff, “ Are Hebrew 
damsels still bought and sold ?"” seemed peculiarly apposite.

One of them, who spoke 
English perfectly, commended the hygienic arrangements of the model 
dwellings in this locality, as well as other manifest incentives to cleanli- 
ness. Another made a significant comparison between the physically- 
upright Londoner and the slouch of the Russian. “I notice,” she says, 
“that Eoglishmen walk upright, with their heads in the air. They are 
straight, and look as if they went about their business. Now,in Russia, the 
movement is more downcast. Russians bend the head more, and seem to 
slouch along, moving their shoulders.” She marks how quietly we all talk. 
This lady must get to Wentworth Street on one fine Sunday morning. That 
her opinion will be considerably revised goes without saying. 

There is a feeling here, one that is shared generally, that the claims of 
East and North East London should be considered when the route of the 
Coronation procession is ultimately planned. It is recalled that on the 
occasion of the Coronation of the late King Kdward, South London was thus 
honoured, and it is suggested that “a circular route along the Whitechapel, 
Cambridge Heath and Bethnal Green Roads would be of reasonable propor- 
tions.” Representative authorities will be asked to take the matter up. 
Here would be a splendid opportunity for East End Jewry to display its feel- 
ings of loyalty to the new King. 

That Stepney’s public-houses are in a ;oor way is shown by the reduac- 
tion in the assessment of 251 of their number by the Valuation Committee of 
the Stepney Borough Council. What with fears engendered by the Lloyd 
George Budget, coupled with the sobriety of East End Jewry, the public- 
houses are having anything but a pleasant time. Only a day or 80 ago, 
when passing through one of the streets in this district, the writer observed 
that one public-house had been transformed into a drapery store, and another 
had started a new lease of life in the guise of arag and bone shop. There 
are numbers of public-houses in side streets which are certainly run at a 
loss, and where the coming of a customer represents a delicious break in the 
morning's monotony. One never sees a foreign Jewess carrying a beer-can. 

The Jewish Working Men's Club, I understand, is busily engaged in 
preparing for the formation of a Red Cross Ambulance Society. A meeting 
is to be held at the Club on the night of June 28th in order to discuss the 
project. If possible, other clubs in the district will be asked to co-operate 
in a movement which has everything to recommend it. 

The Civil Service correspondent of the Standard believes that there are 
agents in the East End “ prepared to help the needy immigrant over the 
stile by enabling him to show the necessary £5 note to the Immigration 
Ofticer.” The correspondent observes that the matter is a difficult one for 
the Chief Immigration Officer to decide, that it should be brought to the 
notice of the Home Secretary, but that the application of a remedy appears 
to offer difficulties. Within the present writer's knowledge it has 
frequently happened at the Immigration Board that the possession of a £5 
note—as distinguished from roubles and other foreign paper money—has 
placed an alien immediately under suspicion. On the face of it, it is 
somewhat absurd to suggest that moneylending under such conditions could 
possibly flourish. With the present curious methods of interpreting the Act, 
the possibility is that the man who loans £5 to an alien immigrant must be 
more of a philanthropist than aught else. 

The Zionist street-corner meeting has appropriately arrived with the 
straw hat season. A large gathering, we are told, assembled one Sunday 
afternoon at the corner of Philpot Street, Commercial Road, where a propa- 
eens meeting was held. Quite apart from the novelty of the idea from a 

ionist standpoint, the meetings cannot but add to the attraction which 
Philpot Street seems to possess for Jewish workers. It is the home of the 
Sick Room Helps Society and the local of the Federation’s cathedral syna- 
gogue. All this is making the Philpot Street missionaries feel very glum. 
Once upon a time they bad things very much their own way. Now, however, 
the counteracting influences are assuming forms 80 many and varied, that these 
soul-seeking gentry may soon be compelled to seek other pastures for the 
gratis distribution of pills and pamphlets. 


A SIYUM AT TAB SCARBORO’ STREET SYNAGOGU D.—<An interesting 
meeting took place last Sunday at the Scarboro’ Street Synagogue, when the local 
Talmud Circle, conducted by the Rev. A. Hyman, held a Siyum on Tractate })>1h.

Annual Report of the Chief Inspector 
- Of Factories and Workshops, 


ALLEGATIONS AGAINST JEWS. 


In the course of this volume Mr. H. M. Robinson (His Majesty's Deputy 
Chief Inspector of Factories) dealing with the subject of employment and 
hours of labour, remarks that a very large part of an Inspector's work relates 
to the limitation of the hours of labour of protected persons, and though 
there has been less irregularity in this respect in some districts, there is 
on the whole an increase in the number of cases taken into court for illegal 
employment. Mr. Robinson states that the intermittent system of giving 
out work to the Jewish occupiers in the wearing apparel trades in the East 
End of London,.is responsible?for much of the illegal work done in those 
factories and workshops on Saturdays and Sundays. Much irregularity, he 
goes on to say, has been found amongst Jewish tailors in Manchester. There, 
have to contend with obstruction and various 
ingenious devices on the part of these occapiers to evade the law; but 
several serious offences were brought to light and smart penalties were 
inflicted in the Courts. 

The Hours of Labour. 

Mr. Livesey, reporting on the conditions in East London, says that 
generally speaking the hours of labour have, during the past year, been 
well within the maximum allowed by. the Factory Act. Although pro- 
ceedings, says Mr. Livesey, have been taken in a large number of cases for 
illegal employment, this does not necessarily mean that the maximum number 
The inter- 
mittent system of giving out work causes great pressure at the end of the 
week, and is undoubtedly responsible for many breaches of the law. It 
presses severely upon the conscientious Jew, who is sometimes impelled by 
the fear of his losing his business to employ his hands on Saturday in order 
that the work in hand may be completed and returned to “shop” by Satur- 
day noon. Unfortunately, says Mr. Livesey, infringement of the law in this 
respect seems to be increasing. Several occupiers have been prosecuted, 
and many others have been cautioned, for keeping their workshops open 
seven days a week, and fur employing women or youag persons on Sunday. 


Overtime. 

Mr. Livesey goes on to say that overtime in the East End of London 
may almost be regarded as a permanent institution—particularly with 
This appears, he remarks, to be largely 
due to asystem over which workshop occupiers have little or no control, 
and against which they continually protest. Extensive inquiry in the 
gentlemen's and ladies’ tailoring trades show that very little work reaches 
the workshop during the first two or three days of the week; thus the 
great bulk of the work is thrown upon the last two or three days of the 
week. Consequently occupiers are compelled to work their hands overtime 
at the week-end and the pressure is frequently so great that illegal over- 
time employment is resorted to. During the year a large number of such 
cases have been detected and the ensuing prosecutions, reported’ as they 
have been in local Jewish newapapers, have doubtless, says Mr. Livesey, had 
a good effect ic the district. In addition to prosecutions, a large number of 
letters of caution have been sent not only for exceeding the legal daily 
period of employment, but also for exceeding the prescribed number of 
occasions of overtime employment per week and per annum. 

Meal-Time. 


In another part of the report, Mr. Livesey remarks that there is, he 
fears, ample evidence that meal times are not strictly observed, 
especially in the ease of Jewish occupiers. Numerous com- 
plaints, he says, have been received alleging employment § dur- 
ing meal times, and detection has, in many cases, been followed 
by prosecution. Jewish occupiers have been frequently found guilty of 
allowing only half-an-hour instead of the fall hour for mid-day lunchon Friday. 
During the autumn and winter, the Jewish Sabbath commences early in the 
afternoon, and as work sometimes ceases as early as three o'clock, this has 
been the reason advanced for the reduction of the lanch time. Constant 
Vigilance is necessary. Mr. Livesey adds, to check this form of “ time- 
cribbing ” in the East End of London. 

Employment of Young Persons. 

Mr. A. P. Vaughan, H.M. Superiatending laspector of Factories, 
referring to certificates of fitness, remarks that the provisions of the Order 
requiring the certification of young persons under sixteen employed in 
certain classes of workshops are becoming widely known and much less 
difficulty is experienced in obtaining compliance. A good deal of instruction, 
however, it is added, is still necessary—especially in the country portions. 
of the district and among the Jewish occapiers of the East End of London. 

Mr. Clark Kennedy (East London) points out that the Jews in East 
London appear to avoid the employment of their children at night, and, in 
trades in which Jews engage—such as clothing and baking—night work is 
practically confined to men. In glass-bottle works where male young 
persons are employed at night, it is rare to find a Jewish young person 
engaged. 

The Superintending Inspector of the North-Western Division, referring 
in his report to Jewish tailors, remarks that as regards employment 
generally, the Manchester staff all report much irregularity among these: 
“They have often met with obstruction, and have had to contend with all 
the ingenious tricks that are common amongst this class of occupier in this 
and other big towns. By their activity, however, a large number of serious 
offences have been brought to light, and the smart penalties inflicted in the 
Courts should have a deterring effect.” 

Sabbath Work. 

Miss Ahrons, in the report of the Principal Lady Inspector, is quoted as 
saying that during her inspection of the Jewish workshops in Stepney some 
interesting cases came to her notice of employment on both Saturday and 
Sunday. The special exception and employment on Sunday is presumably 
allowed on the assumption, she says, that the occupier is a strict Jew, and 
therefore would countenance no work on his Sabbath, and for that reason 
he must keep his workshop closed on Saturday. This is not always done, 
says Miss Ahrons, as she came across several cases of employment of Christian 
women on Saturdays and of Jewesses on Sundays. Miss Ahrons says that she 
found also that when form 18 was affixed, the Jewesses were sometimes 
worked on Saturdays, as their desire to finish their work by the end of the week 
evidently overcame their religious scruples. In one workshop the occupier 
told her he was always in the habit of closing one day a week, either Satur- 
day or Sunday, presumably as it suited him best. “I think,’ adds 
Miss Abrons, “it is very general for the Jews to work on Bank holidays, 
at any rate till 4 p.m., but the Jewish holidays are so numerous that they 
amount to a greater number than the regulation six daring the year. In many 
cases, however, they need instruction to give notice of their intention to 
change their holidays.”

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AMERICAN REFORM JUDAISM. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sirn,—Although the Almighty revealed his Torah to Moses, and the latter: 
according to the generally accepted view laid down in the thirteen articles 
of faith, was the createst of men, Moses was on two occasions puzzled about 
the proper explanation of God's Torah, and according to the Talmud 
(Menahot 29b) when he attended a lecture by Rabbi Akiba, had to confess 
that he did not understand his own text. Therefore, while sorry that | 
failed in making my object clear, | have no right to complain that | fared 
ng better at the hands of Dr. Daiches. My object, which | thought to have 
clearly defined, not having been understood, I repeat that I do not desire to 
give an apology for reform, bat merely to correct erroneous statements 
which were made in refutation of the views of reform. 

One of these facts was that reform was visibly on the wane, because the 
pulpit, once occupied by the Rev. Stephen 8. Wise, was now seeking an ortho- 
dox preacher in Eoglish papers. I repeat that this is not so. Dr. Wise, 
who then did not hold such a radical position as he is holding now, was 
rabbi of the congregation “Bnai Yeshurun.” This congregation is——I must 
say it again—from an American point of view, conservative, but would, from 
an English point of view, be considered radical. The late Dr. Asher was Dr. 
Wise's successor, and resigned from this congregation later to become rabbi 


of the orthodox congregation “Orach Chayim.” It is the latter which now 
is looking for an orthodoxy rabbi again. Therefore, the conclusion thata 


reform congregation was converted to orthodoxy was erroneous. 

The statement of Dr. Daiches that the children of the original German 
reformers have tarned Christian, I tried to disprove, and,in my opinion, have 
sueceeded in doing so. I proved that there are many children of leading 
reformers who are Jews to-day, not merely in name, but active in the service 
of Judaism. This, Dr. Daiches does not deny,.and merely asks what has 
become of the grandchildren. I had accommodated him partly by quoting 
Professor Paula Philippson, of Breslau. the granddaughter of Ludwig 
Philippson. I may add, that Frank Chorin, the grandson of the first Reform 
Rabbi, who is a member of the Hungarian House of Lords, is to my knowledge 
adew. I may further add, that there are members of the Jacobson family 
still trustees of the school at Seesen, founded by Israel Jacobson, the 
pioneer Reformer. Ido not know their relation to the founder of the school, 
but they must be either grandchildren or great-grandchildren. 

Dr. Daiches doubts my statement that a son of Israe] Hildesheimer 
married out of the faith. Lean merely repeat that this is a fact. It was 
Levy Hildesheimer, first married to a daughter of a Mr. Brodsky, of Odessa, 
who in second marriave married a Gentile. The other statement.that two 
grandchildren of Samson Raphael Hirsch are hostile to everything Jewish, I 
heard from two independent reliable sources, one a member of the 
“ Israclitische Religionsgesellschaft "in Frankfort, and the other a leader 
in the orthodox congregational union of Germany. Both told me that a son 
of Dr. Mende! Hirsch, who is a dentist in Frankfort, and his sister, a 
physician, are what may be called infidels of Jewish extraction. 1 hardly 
think that I was misinformed. 

My statement that Sabbath desecration is frequent, if not general, in 
countries and cities where there is no reform officially recognised in the 
services and in congregational affairs, has not been disputed. A point which 
will illustrate my statement was recently furnished by the orthodox rabbi, 
Dr. S. Meyer, of Ratisbon, in his paper, Deutsche Israelitische Zeitung. Dr. 
Meyer, who is opposed to the present movement in Bavarian orthodoxy, 
which demands a law like that of 1876 in Prussia, permitting the orthodox to 


form separate congregations, said that the reformers could easily avoid 
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such a breach by submitting to orthodox services on the three day. 
year when they attend a synagogue and by acquiescing in the deman:| , 
the rabbis shall be strictly observant Jews. This clearly indicate 
Bavarian orthodoxy is perfectly satisfied, if its tenets are pat in pra:

ZIONISM. 


A DRAFT CONSTITUTION, 

Die Welt publishes the text of the draft constitution of the Zionist 
organisation to be submitted to the Annual Conference. It provides for the 
-stablishment of a national federation in each country. Societies which 
iave a membership of at least 3,000 shekel-payers and pursue a special aim 
within the organisation are permitted to form federations apart from the 
national federation to which, however, their members must pay «ues. The 
Congress is to meet every other year. A delegate may be elected by societies 
for every 200 shekolim remitted. The Actions Committee is to be constituted as 
follows ; (a) twenty-three members elected by Congress upon the nomination of 
the Standing Committee ; (b) the Presidents of the Executives of the Nationa! 
Federations and of the Committees of other Federations ; (c) the Chairman of 
the Council and the Chairman of the Directors of the Jewish Colonial Trust as 
well as the Chairmen of the Directors of the Anglo-Palestine Company and of 
the Jewish National Fund; (d) the Chairman of the Congress Board of Arbi- 
tration and the Congress Council. 

The leadership is to be in the hands of a President, Deputy-President 
and three other members. Three of these, including the President,are to 
reside in one place. It is provided that the constitution shall come into 
force on the day of its adoption, and will supersede that adopted at the 
Kighth Congress.

The English Zionist Federation and the 
Order of Ancient Maccabzans. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


_ Bik,—I regret to note that in the report furnished you by the English 
Zionist Federation of last week's meeting of its Executive, disclosure is made 
of part of the proceedings which took place at the joint conference between 
the representatives of the Order of Ancient Maccabieans and the Federation, 
whilst the only substantial resolution which was put forward was suppressed. 

This is the more inexcusable since it was decided both before and after 
the deliberations that the proceedings should be regarded as private, and 
that no communication, except such as might be mutually approved, should 
be made to the Press. The statementin the report, that an offer was made 
to the Order of Ancient Maccabzeans to take over the work of the English 
Zionist Federation and that this offer was declined by the Order, is not only 
an entire misrepresentation of the facts, but also of our attitude. 

The suggestion was made, it is true, by one of the English Zionist 
Federation delegates, but it was never put forward as a definite offer, nor 
was it even submitted, as a resolution, for consideration. The only resola- 
tion submitted was by the Maccabman representatives, and it was taken 
away for consideration by the English Zionist Federation Executive, but so 
far as the report shows, was never even discussed at their meeting. 

The resolution proposed by our Grand Commander, and supported by all 
our representatives, was as follows :— 

‘That the English Zionist Federation, withdrawing all further opposition to the 
application of the Urder of Ancient Maccab#ans for recognition as a separate body 
by the Actions Committee, a Conjoint Committee be formed of equal representatives 
of the two bodies, to consider all general questions of external policy as they arise, 
with a view to harmonious working. 

The invitation and the opportunity to secure harmonious working 
between the two bodies have together been thrown over, and it seems to 
have been assured that the Federation must cease to exist if the Order 
receives oflicial recognition. There is no valid ground for this assumption, 
for, as we showed at the Conference, there is a vast field for Zionistic work 
amongst those who cannot, or will not, work under the auspices of our 
Order ; and our co-operation was offered to enable the Federation to rally 
all these scattered forces which are required for the strengthening of the 
movement.

Sirn,—The last word has not yet been written about the establishment 
of a Jewish Hospital. That there will be a Jewish Hospital sooner or later 
is sure. Whether it will be sooner, will depend upon the sympathy and 
goodwill of our wealthy coreligionists ; if later, upon the speed with which 
small contributions flow in from the poor well-wishers of the Association. 

Mr. F. 8S. Franklin, in his letter printed in the Jewish CHRONICLE of 
June 10th, deprecates taking advantage of public sympathy at the present 
moment to urge the claims of the Jewish Hospital. There must be something 
very biassed in the logic of such an objection, when we see all around us 
how public sympathy is being appealed to at this particularly emotional 
time, by different philanthropic institutions. Capital is even being made 
out of a dog’s fidelity and devotion. A photograph of his late Majesty's dog 
and a poem written about the dog's faithfulness, are being sold to sympathetic 
subjects of the late King, and the proceeds given to the Dumb Friends’ League, 

Mr. Franklin is anxious that the Jews alone shall keep in the background 
when they have to make an appeal for so worthy an object, viz., the provid- 
ing of an essentially Jewish hospital to minister medical aid and nursing ina 


_ Jewish atmosphere to those poor Jews who have not yet become so assimi- 


lated that they are perfectly comfortable or indifferent no matter what their 
surroundings be. A very favourite argument used against this plea is that 
the best thing that can happen to a foreign Jew when ill is to be in a Gentile 
institution. It is to be the means of teaching him discipline and the English 
language. I confess that the Jew is sadly in need of discipline, but | main- 
tain that neither the time nor place to teach him is a hospital ward, when 


every word and action is liable to be misunderstood or misconstrued. 


refusing to support the Jewish Hospital 
scheme is that a Jewish Hospital is not wanted. The people who use this 
argument are not really in a position to know. It is true they support the 
existing hospitals and read the reports that are issued, but all this does not 
give a true knowledge of the facts that inspire people who really understand 
the peculiarities and peculiar needs of their poor Jewish brother and sister. 

Il am sure that if the need of a Jewish Hospital had been placed before 
his late Majesty in its true aspect, it would have instantly appealed to his 
large heart, his ready understanding and his cosimopolitanism, all virtues 
which are so recognisedly Jewish that I believe it to be the reason why he 
appealed to, and was so beloved by, his numerous Jewish subjects. That 
they were understood and appreciated at their true worth is shown by the 
words uttered by the late King when he described them as “that poor great 
people.” And these poor foreign Jews are the very class of people who have 
fled from persecution and tyranny such as the Middle Ages could not excel, 
and whose pitiable condition wrung such a testimony, terse, but pregnant 
with meaning from the lips of such a benign and sagacious monarch as our 
late King Edward VII. Surely he did not refer to his wealthy Anglo-Jewish 
subjects when he designated them “ that poor great people,” 

Poor indeed! because even his own kith and kin refuse to take the 
trouble to understand his wants; and great in his capacity for suffering. Is 
it not our bounden duty to “ put ourselves in his place,” and try and conceive 
the unnecessary pain he endures when stretched on a bed of sickness; how 
he misses all those things that make up the Jewish atmosphere so necessary 
for his well-being, but difficult, perhaps, to conceive by one whose connection 
with traditional Judaism is of the very slightest, and who would, perhaps, 
be uncomfortable or ill-at-ease under similar conditions ; these things which 
are heart and soul to the foreign sufferer, but unnecessary and superfluous 
to the very much assimilated Jew, these things the guarding of which has 
made him and his family wanderers upon the face of the earth for 2,000 
years; these things that excited the jeers of his oppressors ; these things 
which he holds as the only recompense for this life of poverty, toil and 
endurance; in fact, these things that mark him out as one of a peculiar 
people with his everlasting burden. Do we not owe him some recompense 
for guarding those sacred traditions of our race, the guardianship of which 
has made him the despised outcast that he is? Is it the best we can do for 
him to provide him with a kosher kitchen in the midst of surroundings 
alien to his faith and temperament, or would we do well to provide 
him with an institution Jewish in every particular? Let everyone consult 
his own heart. Let him not wait to see what Mr. So-and-So is going to do 
in the matter, or what Mrs. So-and-So thinks of the scheme, and then follow 
the lead like docile sheep. “ Pat yourself in his place,’ as the late Charles 
Reade wrote, and the Jewish heart can only reply in one way. 

I know that many people refuse to associate themselves with this 
Jewish scheme, because they are possessed of a craven fear of what the 
Gentiles will say when they hear that the Jews wish to build a Jewish 
Hospital. This fear is groundless. Have we not already shown sulliciently 
to the Gentile world our philanthropy to all, independent of race and creed, 
and are we not entitled to look after our own sick in the same way that we 
look after our poor, our hungry, and our criminals? I imagine that the 
Gentiles t> whom these timid people refer would speak more bitterly 
against the Jews when reminded that we maintain an industrial school of 
our own, for reformation of young Jewish criminals, which reflects more on 
the morals of the community than the vice of sickness. 

Has not Lord Rothschild with princely munificence shown his public 
spirit and good citizenship towards purely Gentile philanthropic schemes ? 
Did he not send entirely at his own expense 200 English families to Canada 
a few years ago? Has he not just acted in a most exemplary and unpre- 
cedented way towards the public authorities of Tring in giving new houses 
for old, at his own expense, in order to save public money? Did not Sir 
Marcus Samuel, in a patriotic spirit, give 1,000 guineas towards the Scouts’ 
Fund? On the other hand, there are very few instances of Gentiles leaving 
a farthing to a purely Jewish charity. Do these deeds render the Jew 
immune from the venomous attacks of a Belloc? Does not the Bishop of 
London still pray for us as heretics, although he accepts the heretics’ money 
in response to his conjoint appeal for the Hospital Sunday Fund? Enough 
has been said to prove that there is nothing to fear from the Gentile world. 
Those people who are well disposed towards us will sympathise with us 
and understand us. Those, again, who will speak against us are those who 
have not waited for a Jewish Hospital scheme to furnish them with a bone 
of contention. 

In conclusion, let me appeal to Lord Rothschild that, as he is about to 
celebrate his seventieth birthday, an event that will be a reason for rejoicing 
throughout the Jewish community, he should celebrate this reaching of man’s 
allotted span by no longer withholding his countenance from this scheme 
of the building of a Jewish hospital, but that it may be the consummation of 
a life of public service, and let us hope that the Almighty will grant him 
nee ee of life to witness the success and usefulness of this scheme. 

y excuse for this long letter is that it may be the means of shortening 
the interval that must elapse before the Jewish Hospital becomes a reality.

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THE THIRTEEN CREEDS 
OF MAIMONIDES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” ° 


Sin,—With reference to the purport of my letter on the above subject in 
your issue of May 6th, | have consulted the revised syllabus of instruction 
issued by the Chief Rabbi in 1904. I find that the “ Thirteen Articles of 
our Creed,” meaning the thirteen principles of our faith formulated by 
Maimonides, are not mentioned until Standard I V., and that there it is stated 
that the explanation of those principles ol our faith is to be taught. But 
nothing more than the explanation of those principles is specified even tor 
the higher standards. 

I also find that in the same standard 77> is to be thoroughly taught. As 
tha! hymn embodies the above thirteen principles, in following the syllabus 
it would appear that it is not necessary to compel a child to declare that be 
believes with a perfect faith in a certain rigid form of words intended to 
express a doctrine which probably he does not really understand. 

Sut the above plan unfortunately does not seem to be generally known 
or adopted. And so long as the creeds of Maimonides remain in the Prayer- 
Book, children will doubtless be taught by their parents and instractors, In 
the great majority of cases, to recite them like the Ten Commandments, not- 
withstanding the precautions which the Chief Rabbi seems to have taken to 
avoid such an undesirable course.

Sin, -The letter on this subject, which appeared in your impression of 
the 6th May, might have been expected to lead to a serious controversy.

Sin,—The letter of Mr. H. J. Kisch under this heading calls for comment. 
Mr. hisch begins by appealing to“all Jewish Ministers and teachers to 
“abandon the use of the Thirteen Articles of Faith of Maimonides as a 
medium for teaching doctrines of Judaism.” Why should the Thirteen 
Articles of Faith not be taught to Jewish children? Mr. Kisch gives as his 
reason because the creeds of Maimonides bave never been sanctioned by a 
supreme ecclesiastical authority. That may be so. But surely we have 
more right to teach the Articles of Faith to our children on the authority of 
Maimonides than to abandon it on the authority of your correspondent. 
That Maimonides was no law-giver we all agree. He never claimed that 
distinction. When disputes arose as to the real meaning and validity of the 
truths taucht in the Bible, it became necessary to formulate these truths; 
hence the Mishnah. Later on, when controversies increased between the 
various sections of the Jewish nation, as well as between Jews and Christians, 
and Jews and Mohammedans, it was found important to settle the form and 
arrangement of our beliefs; hence the Thirteen Articles of Faith of 
Maimonides (see Friedlander’s * Religion,” pp. 19, 20). Here is what he says 
of his Creeds :— | 

Read them again and again, and study them well . . for |Lhave not written 
down what occurred to my mind at first thought. I first thoroughly studied and 
examined what | was going to write, .ompared the various doctrines, and when | 
arrived at what we ought to accept as our creed, | was able to prove it by arguments 
and reasoning. 

_If the resurrection of the dead (a belief included in the Articles of 
Faith) were to take place to-day, and Maimonides were to rise from his 
grave and see the letter of Mr. Kisch in last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, he 
would, | feel sure--like "NAY another occasion—prefer to go 
back to his dark place rather than see an appeal to Jewish teachers not to 
teach Jewish children the Articles of Faith, which are essentials of Judaism. 

I agree with Mr. Kisch that no declaration of any creed is commanded 
in the Torah. There. is no precept “Thou shalt believe.” Even the first 
and chief principle of our religion, the belief in the existence of God is, 
according to some of the O°1’N, only to be deduced from the first 
Commandment. (See 030799 WDD, the and NID.) But the 
arguments your correspondent brings forth in support of his 
assertions are very weak indeed. Because, according to the Shulchan 
Aruch, the only profession of faith required from a proselyte is acknow- 
ledgment of the unity of God, Mr. Kisch draws his conclusions that other 
declarations are not important. May I point out that the Din demands a 
proselyte to be made acquainted with the beliefs of Reward and Punishment 
(Vide Yore Deah 0°73 M394 paragraph 2) before he is received into the 
fold. Is not this part of Maimonides’ Creeds? The Creeds of Maimonides, 
aS 4.. are aware, consist of three groups of principles: (1) Existence of God, 
(2) Revelation, (3) Reward and Panishment, and these three principles are 
to be fully explained to the proselyte. 

Mr. Kisch quotes Mendelssohn's opinions in support of the dictum that 
Judaism is not a religion of creed and dogma. I will not now argue on the 
question whether Judaism is or is not a religion of creed and dogma. But I 
would like to ask what interpretation Mr. Kisch would put on the following 
expression of Mendelssohn: ‘* The Divine Book revealed to Moses, though 
a Book of Laws, includes an inexhaustible treasure of truths and doctrines.”

COMPULSORY PHYSICAL TRAINING —We recently published a sum- 
mary of the report of the British Medical Association dealing with the 
subject of athleticism in schools, and setting forth certain proposals for 
systematic physical training of our young. By the side of this it is interest- 
ing to compare the methods of physical training now in vogue in the 
principal scholastic establishments in America, the only country where 
physical training is considered a serious item in the curricula of its univer- 
sities and public schools. Unlike our own system,a student at American 
Universities is not allowed to indulge in athletic recreations just at his own 
sweet will. He must be fitted for them; and the authorities offer him every 
possible facility for the obtaining of all round physical efliciency, and so far 
a8 it is possible see to it that his physical education is not neglected just

culture. He has to undergo a certain amount of regular and systematic 


work for the development of his body, not the mere haphazard trifling with | 
exercises of one kind and another. At the American Universities the train- | 


ing of the body is held to be as important as the training of the intellect. 
very student finds that he has to take part in systematic exercise of his 
muscles whatever may be his own feelings in the matter. There are classes 
held every morning which it is compulsory for every Freshman to attend. 
MEDICAL EXAMINATION.—-On every student's entry to the University 
he is medically examined, measurements are taken, and by means of various 
tests the individual's physical strength and lung power are determined and 
noted. On the basis of this examination does the physical director deter- 
tine and arrange the special work for each individual, which class or classes 
he is to attend, and offers recommendations as to the exercises to be pursued 
for the purpose of remedying such defects as may exist. When the Fresh- 
man stage is over, a certain amount of time spent in the gymnasium is still 
held compulsory. At some universities the practice is not to grant honours 
of graduation to any man who has not passed certain tests at the end of his 
course, or brought himself to the required physical standard. Further, 


every student before graduating has to prove himself efficient in at least | 


one vigorous athletic pastime. 

MUSCULAR JUDAISM AT JEWS’ COLLEGE.—What might be said of 
physical training at American Universities might equally be said of our own 
theological college in London. Here the students undergo a carefully 
planned system of physical training under a wel! qualified instructor, and it 
is idle to assert that such training exerts no influence over the abilities of 
the student who devotes some part of the day inside the gymnasium. The 
instructor at the college is working in the right direction in so much as he 
sets just those exercises that make for fitness and general soundness, not 
the development or exploitation of a part of the organism at the expense 
and the neglect of any other part. It must be obvious to all that here is a 
System, which cannot but bring forth good results and that it must endow 
the future minister with bodily qualities of strength, endurance and quick- 
ness of movement which will be found so desirable. Jews’ College has set a 
worthy example to non-sectarian colleges in England and it would redound to 
their benefit were these institutions to follow it. 

THE BRIGADE IDEA AT THE CLUBS.—From the current number 
of the Jewish Club Magazine we learn that the newly formed Company of the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, comprised of members of the Brady Street Club, has 
commenced drilling under the command of Mr. H. L. Nathan. On Sunday 
mornings the Company parade at the Brady Street Club, and on Thursdays 
at the Buck’s Row School. In view of the Company taking the name of the 
club from whence its ranks are recruited, it has been decided to change the 
name of the original Brady Street Company to that of St. George's Company. 
It is recalled that when the St. George's Company was founded some twelve 
years ago, it recruited from and drilled at the Brady Street Club, but in 
recent years it has had no official connection with the club, 

THE BOY SCOUT MOVEMENT.—No movement in recent years has 
done so much to instil into the boyhood of the nation the love of chivalry 
and esprit de corps as the boy scout movement, which, in spite of its com- 
paratively recent birth, has already become a national movement, numbering 
many tens of thousands of adherents. It is noteworthy that Jews have, both 
financially and morally, given enthusiastic support to the movement, and 
where facilities have been afforded them, our young coreligionists have 
formed essentially Jewish contingents. Already, London numbers three 
Such troops, two in the East End and one in Hackaoey, while the Provinces 
can boast of several more. The troop with which we for the moment are par- 
ticularly concerned is the First East London Troop, the third number of 
the official Magazine of which has just reached us. Overlooking the 

Spelling, punctuation, and “wrong founts,”’ the Magazine gives 
abundant evidence of the part this Troop takes in the general movement. 
The division started with buat seven boys, but it is a significant fact 
that, in a short space of time, this number has increased seven- 
fold. The members of this troop are taking a great interest in the 
ambulance work, and a number of them are already proud owners of the 
red cross badge. The Magazine throws out an excellent suggestion to 
Territorial officers, who, it urges, should get into touch with the scouts, 
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arrange lectures for them, and give them an insight into the work of a 
Territorial: This, the Magazine maintains, would be the means of making 
present boy scouts future Territorials. :

On present form Wolffe’s chances of crossing the 
Channel are exceedingly good, especially if the elements should he favourable. 
He has a magnificent physique and a superabundance of vitality ; he bas, 
too, a remarkable elasticity of muscle with free easy movements and great 
stamina and endurance. In addition to all these most essential qualities, he 
is singularly indifferent to cold. It does not seem to affect him, nor does 
rough water worry him as it does most long-distance swimmers. All this is 
greatly in his favour and should go a long way to enable him to realise his 
ambition.

THE BISHOP OF STEPNEY 
AND JUDAISM.

Sin,—As an Englishman and a loyal menber of the ancient House of 
Isracl, to whom the Bishop of Stepney so earnestly desires to administer 
spiritual amelioration and salvation, I cannot possibly resist the inner voice 
of conscience which impels me to rectify the general trend of argument, and 
even some of the statements, in the Bishop's presidential address at the 
annual meeting of the East London Fund for the Jews, partly reprinted in 
your issue of May 27th. 

In the first place, the Bishop erroneously avers that hostility to 
Christian teaching in the East Eod is being broken down, which is emphati- 
cally incorrect ; for, if the success of the missiondry movement is to be 
gauged by the number of converts to Christianity, its triumph is very poor 
indeed. Besides, the section of Jewry that receives attention at the hands 
of such societies as the Bishop presides over, constitutes one that is frail 
and bereft of material and spiritual vitality owing to its social and 
economic condition, entailing a bitter struggle for a bare existence. 
Little wonder then that by the underhanded tactics and material baits— 
which have repeatedly been exposed in the public Press, and which every 


fair-minded Englishman will condemn-—offered to members of this class, the 
missionary movement, by dint of its pecuniary reinforcements, is able to 
wrench a few wretched adherents to the dominant faith, whose gain, however.

But I fear the right reverend gentleman's 
hopes are illusory, for the motive of the tounder of liberal Judaism was 4 
means to an end, in order to rescue those who are somewhat flimsy in ‘heir 
attachment to orthodoxy, and keep them on terra firma within the fold of 
Judaism. Furthermore, Judaism is sufliciently comprehensive to shelter 
under the shadow of its mantle all those who are imbued with the spiric, 
though not in entire harmony with the letter. of the law. Yet it should 
also be also be borne in mind that, while Christianty embraces numerous 
ecclesiastical sects, Judaism has never been, nor will it ever be, subjected 
to a disintegrating process of like dimensions. As the Bishop is well 
aware, Israel has still to accomplish a definite «mission to which it 
will cling with unflinching fervour and devotion. It, therefore, seems 
deplorable that the Christian missionary movement should stil! 
content itself “with wasting its sweetness on the desert air,’ and 
not recognise the ultimate futility of its endeavours. The Bishop's reverie 
that the Church of England “might be called to play a most real part ina 
more lasting, more congenial, and far more fruitful alliance between the 
children of Abraham and the lovers of Christ” is, forsooth, equivalent to 
striving for the unattainable. Judaism with its lofty ideals of virtue and 
morality and truth, with its noble conceptions of the wsthetic and sublime, 
with its well-defined bounds of transgression and precept, has no need to 
imbibe the religious waters of other denominations for its own salvation.
